In 1880 the county was composed 
mainly of a number of large Spanish 


grants, upon which cattle grazed and 
Phe traveler could 


ride for half a day, in many directions, 
witbout encountering any tigg of civ- 
ilization. Farm houses were few and 
far between. The main industries 
- were the production of wool and bides. 
There was one railroad—the Southern 
Pa&ific—which had not yet been com- 
pleted through Arizona to a junction 
with the eastern lines. Pyssengers for 
the east had to go north and east by 
way of Lathrop and Ogden. Outside 
of the city of Los Angeles, towns in 
the county were very few and very 
small. Oranges were grown, sufficient 
‘for bome consumption. Other fruits 
were mostly imported from the north. 
The population of the county was 
33.379, of whom 11,311 were within the 
city limits, leaving only 22,068 in the 
whole county outside, and this in- 
cluded the present county of Orange. 
Los Angeles city was a quiet, sleepy 
place, the buildings largeiy of adobe, 
and only one—the Baker biock—that 
_would attract attention. A few miles 
of borse-car line carried passengers, 
every twenty minutes or sg, through 
the main streets of the city. The rail-

Hiow is it now? 

Los Angyles county, exclusive of 
Orange county, which fertile and 
thickly-populated section was segre- 
gated two years ago, has a population 
of 101,400, more than three times the 
population of 1889, including Orange. 
The city bas grown from 11.311 to 
50.394. Thete are at least 5000 more 
inhabitants just Outside the city limits, 
on the south, west and northeast, so 
that daring the decade it has 


supplanted Oakland a: the second 
city in th s great State. Towns which 


’ §p 1880 did not exist are now citiés with 


several thousand population, such as 
Pasadena, with 5S70, aud Pomona 
with 3000. A score of other flourish- 
ing isttie towns, with several londred 
population apiece, have sprung into 
being on land which ten years ago was 
given over to sage-brush and _jack- 
rabbits. Among these are zusa, 
Barbank, Garvanza, 
wood, Long Beach, Monrovia, [e- 
dondo, Sierra Madre and Whittier. 
We have two transcontinental rail- 
roads, and more coming. Our fruit 

try has grown to be one of almost 
Rational importance. The ‘intsoduc- 
tion of water has increased the value 
of land from $5 to—in some cases— 
$500 an acre. Where, in 1880, sheep 
aud cattle ranged, are now seen 
orchards of oranges, lemons, olives. 
apr.cots, peaches, walnuts, and vine- 
yards planted with the choicest wine- 
grapes of Europe. Our horticulturists 
grow rich on ten acres of land. 
Over 10,000,00) fruit trees are now 
growing in the county.

1880 was $16,697,591. This year (ex- 
clusive of Orange) it is $69,475.02 
and this, be it remembered, tbree years 
after the culmination of a wild real- 
estate boom, the reaction from which 
has unduly depressed ‘Values. As re- 
cently as five years ago there were 
only four banks in Los Angéles City, 
with a capital and surplus of $1,100.- 
000 and deposits ot $3,128,000. Today 
the banks of Los Angeles county have 
a capital and surplus of $5,101,814 and 
deposits of $10,119,486. In 1830 there 


county schools. Today there are 
19,059, and in the city 8288S—more than 
there were in the county in 1889. 

The transformation which has taken 
place in the city during the past ten 
years is, if possible, more wonderful 
than that which has occurred in the 
county. A large and beautiful city, 
with handsome buildingsand paved 
streets has grown up in these ten 
years, and chiefly within the past five. 
In place of muddy highways, in which, 
during wet weather, horses sank up to 
their knees, we have seventy-five miles 
of paved and graveled streets within 
the city limits. We have completed a 
magnificent courthouse, a city hall 
anda bigh school building, and built 
a score of great business blocks, which 
would do ereditte any of the large 
cities of the Union. Hundreds. of 
beautiful private residences have been 
erected in the city at a cost of $10,000 
apiece and upward. We have one oi the 
finest systems of cable railroadsin the 
United States, with forty-five miles of 
ningle track, and Costing $2,000,000. 
There are other cable, horse and elec- 
tric lines of equal length, and work 
is comménced on a new belt 
aiectric road which will encom- 
pass the entire city, with several 
branches. The city has voted half a 
‘million dollara for an interior sewer 
system. Ten lines of railroad center 
in the city. LEvectric lights turn night 
into day and make Los Angeles look 
like a fairy spot from a distance. Our 
public library excites the envy and sur- 
prise of other citiés. Our two hand- 
some theaters attract the leading dra- 
matic companies on the road. Our 
Chamber of Commerce maintains an 
exhibit in this city and another in Chi- 
cago, There are 1000 manufacturing 
establishments of various descriptions 
inthe city. Los Angeles, which, ten 
years ago, Was known to the world 
only as a sleepy, picturesque Spanish- 
American town, is now the Mecca of 
tourists and health-seekers from all 
parts of the world. It has become a 
favorite meeting place for conventions 
of some of the leading societies of the 
country. 

How did this great aati come 
about?

In 1872 the letters of Nordhoff to a 
New York paper, afteward published 
form, first attracted wide 
attention to the advantages of climate 
and soil possessed by this section. At 
that time theré Was no railroad to Les 
Angeles, the journeys mostof the way 
from San Francisco having to be made 
by stage or steamer. This was = 
great obstacle to those in poor health 
and even to many pleasure-seekers.

Green peas were sent to 
Chicago, paying the regular express 
rate of $7.75 per 100 pounds, The re- 
sult was highly satisfactory. One 
test shipment, made about the middle 
of March to New York, paid the regu- 
lar cate of $9 per 100 pounds, and 
netted the shipper nearly 11 cents a 


pound. 

Encouraged by these highly satis- 
factory returns, Mr. Butler took steps 
to further develop the business this 
winter.

But few have a 
couception of its wonderful possibili- 
ties. itis not uncommon to realiz® a 
yearly product of from $600 to $S00, 
and sometimes $1000 per acre from de- 
e:duous fruits, and from $509 to $1500 
per acre on semi-tropical fruits. 

This section affords the only large 
body of corn land in the State, which 
yields from sixty to one hundred and 
fitty bushels per acre. The product of 
the hay land bere is simply immense. 
Alfalfa is the chief articie grown; from 
five to eight crops per year are raised, 
yielding from twelve to eighteen tons 
per acre.

Take, for instance, oranges, the most 
important crop of this section. Say 
that the present crop of, Suuthern Cali- 


each, This would give about two 
oranges a year to each of the 65.000,- 
000 possible customers in the United 
States-and Canada. Apart from the 
natural increase of population, this 
certainly leaves room for a largely-in- 
creased consumption, especially if cost 
of transportation and selling price are 
lessened, which may well be done. 
One orange a day to each family in 
the United States, during the months 
of February, March, April and May, 
when the market is practically bare of 
oranges from other sources, would re- 
quire the product of 100,000 aeres in 
full bearing, The present acreage of 
oranges and lemons in full bearing in 
Southern California is about 10,000. 

It is true that oranges are grown in 
Florida and imported from Europe. 
In Fiorida they are grown under less 
advantageous conditions than in 
Southern California. Land there 
must be cleared and they have occa- 
sional killing frosis. Again, the Flor- 
ida orange comes at a time of the year 
when it does not compete with ours. 
Fiorida will never be a dangerous 
rival of Southern California in orange 
growing. As to European importa- 
tions, under a protective tariff they 
cannot materially affect us, and—Cali- 


fornia will have something to say in 


national affairs, from now on. 
Finally, in estimating on the South- 
ern California orange product and its 
market, it must be remembered that 
the location in which pertect citrus 
conditions prevail—where the orange 
may be cultivated with safety and 
profit—are, even in Southern Califor- 
nia, quite limited. You may grow an 
orange, of’ some sort, a'most any- 
where in Calitornia, from Siskiyou 
to San Diego, but to grow an orauge 
that will sell in the Eastern mark-ts 
at a good price, under competition, 13 
quite anotber thing. 
Another fruit in which Californta— 
and chiefly Southern California—bas wee 
tmmonepely.is the.-apricot.._ 
never grow. enough of this 
fruit to overstock the markets of the 


world. 


Tuen, again, look at the produs- 
tion of winter vegetuabies and berries, 
which bas but just commenced, they, 
being shipped at present by express. 
Here Southern Calitornia—and a very 


table monopoly. Even San Francisco 
takes its vegetables irom us, after the 
first frost. UWotil recently, that city 
has been our only customer for. this 
winter product. The markets of Den- 
ver, Kansas City, St.. Louis, Omaha, 
.Mianeapolis, New York and Buston 
have been tested during the past year, 
and the field which is opened out by 
these trial shipments is indeed remark- 
able. Tomatoes have Been selling iu 
New York, during the past few weeks, at 
50 cents a pound. At the same time 
growers were selling them, near Los 
Angeles, at $20 a ton, and considering 
ita good price. The freight to New 
York, by express, is 9 cents a pound. 

How will it be when these vegetables, 
and green peas, and beans and cauli- 
flowers are shipped by the car-load, by

A crate, containing thirty one-pound 
boxes of strawberries, sent to New 
York a few weeks ago, sold for $20 and 
netted the shipper $16. He would 
have been glad to get $2. 50 in the local 
‘market. 

Our raisins now bring higher prices 
in the East than the vaunted product 
of Malaga; ouf prunes are far superior 
to those ef Germany and Turkey, and 
are preferred by many to those 
of. France; our wines—sold

our money ceuters was demonstrated, 
and the men who were at first up- 
braided were in the end applauded.

- Another great difference between 
the present und the past is the variety 
and amount of stuff raised for home 
consumption. For such a county to 
be buying anything in the line of food 
trom abroad, as it did in the days of 
the boom, when a man’s time was too 
valuable to squander on potatoes, 
chickens and such tr fles, was simply 
disgraceful. Nocounty in the Siate 
could be more indefendent of the out- 
side world than this little county that 
combines so many varied resources 
within itself; and it has now gut back to 
abut that situation. 
IRRIGABLE LANDS. 

Although over a large area irrigation 
ig not necessary for good success: in 
growing all ordinary products, the ir- 
i rigabie lands will nevertheless be in 
the future the county’s greatest mine 
of wealth. Heretofore much of its 
Water hus been wasted by the open- 
di.ch sysiem. But people have learned 
that Water is too valuable to lose in 
that way, and it will be but afew years 
before the available water supply, 
already so large will be more than 
doubled by saving in storage res- 
ervoir and by the use of 
impervious aqueducts. The forma- 
tion of the Anaheim Irrigation District 
iS the first great step in this direction, 
and the Santa Ana country on the 
south side of the river will no doubt 
find it equally to its xndvantage to in- 
corporate under the Wright Law, and, 
LY making all parties pay tor that 
which benefits all, be able to save 
enougb of the water now wasted to 
Jouble or triple the area now under 
water. Another advaniage that may 
be gained everywhere by such districis 
is that parties may be compelled to 
use a cor.ain amount of their water in 
the winter and thus store in the ground 
enough to make a much smaller 
allowance necessary in thé sum- 
This is a point to which 
little or no attention here- 
tofore been paid, -because the sup- 
viv of water has been so ample; but 
the waste of winter water is a cCer- 
tain extent waste, and its use in win- 
ter will certainly extend the area that 
can be worked by frrigation. 
It has long been known that, like 
Los Angeles county, Orange county 
contained plenty of oil. But no at- 
tempt to bore for it has been made un- 
til the present year. Wells have been 
lately bored near Fullerton that prom- 
ise good yields, but the strike is too re- 
centto determine the flow with ac- 
curacy. 


SHIPPING FACILITIES. 

“Like the rest of the coast counties of 
Southern California, Orange is deter- 
mined to have its own shipping point 
onthe sea. A roudstead some two 
wiles above the mouth of Newport 
Siough, that bus long been kuown for 
its quiet waters, has now been tested 
for two years. The wharf at that 
point bas been doing business all that 
time, and the largest coasting vessels 
have stopped there in ali weather with- 
out troubre in lying at the wharf, and 
loading or discharging during a s:orm. 
Twenty-four feet of water at the low- 
est tide insures a safe landing, and 
material of aii kinds bas been hapdied 
through this wharf, and by wagon, 
tweive wilesto Santa Ana, cheaper 
than it is done by the railroads 
through other harbors, A standard- 
gauge railroad is now buiiding trom 
Sauta Ana to this roadstead. Three 


-miles are already done and the rest is 


ready for the iron as fast as it arrives. 
The whole is built by lecal capital 
taken right out of the soil, and the 
mouey is ail on hand to do it with,

Beside these is a revenue of over 
$100,000 from gypsum, asphaltum and 
stone, aud probabiy as much more from 
wool, hogs, eggs, vegetables shipped 
East in--the spring, aud~other small 
stuff, of which nv track can be easily 
kept. Andin addition to these comes 
in $1000 a day tar oil. 

A peuple taking in that amount of 
money,in addition to making their 
own living, and doing almost all of it, | 
toog with their own labor, may 
well consider themselves indepen- 
dent. Aud such they are, little caring 
whcther any one comes tu California or 
not, and making littie business for real 
estate men. Never having bad the 
boom very bad, their liquidation was a 
simple matter, and most of tke land- 
owners bad kept. out of it altogetuer 
and attended to busiress.

OS ANGELES county exténds 
| along the Pacific Coast in an 
irregular line for a distance of 


about eighty-five miles, reaching back 
@ distance of thirty to fifty miles to the 


_ boundary line of San Bernardino 


county. From north to south the 
county is seventy-five miles long. The 
area is about 4000 square miles, or 
2,500,000 acres. This is exclusive of 
Orange county, which was cut off two 
~years ago and covers 800 square miles, 
or a little more than 500,000 acres, 
Los Angeles county is twice a®large as 
Delawure and nearly as large as Con- 
‘necticut. 
_ About four-fifths of the area of the 
county is arable, the remainder being 
mountainous. Its general features are 
of a diversified character, presenting a 
succession of grand mountain ranges 
and lovely valleys, overlooking the 
Pacific Ocean. The Sierra Madre 
‘Mountains traverse the county in a 
northwesterly and southeasterly direc- 
tion, about thirty-five miles from the 
coast separating the fertile valleys along 
theseabvoard from the burning sands of 
the Colorado desert. Tuechief valleys 
of the county are those of San Fer- 
nando, San Gabrie!, Pomona (known 
also as the San José Valley,) Los Au- 


geles and Antelope, which latter is an 
upland mesa, extending over the north- 


ern part of the county and separated 


from the southern section by the San 
‘Fernando range. 


THE ARROYO SECO. 


Upthe Canon from Los Angeles to 
Pasadena, 

Arroyo Seco is Spanish for “dry 
wash” or “dry creek.”” The Arroyo 
Seco, which runs into the Los Angeles 
River, just north of the city limits, is 
in summer a sandy river bed, but in 
times of heavy rains becomes quite a 
lusty mouiitain stream. The direct 
high road, also the two railroads from 
Los Angeies to Pasadena, a distance of 
seven miies,run up this cafion. It ig 
bordered by mountains, on the fertile 
flats and benches of which are numer- 
ous suburban und horticultural settle- 
ments and villa homes. 

Hignian 1 Parks 
- This is the first place reached after 
leaving Los Angeles. and passing 
through Sycamore Grove, a lowland 
suburb in the arroyo. Highland Park

Both the Santa Fé and 
Tailroads run through the place. 

Eagie Rock Val ey. 

This beautiful littie valiey contains 
about 1800 acres of land, probably four- 
fiiths Of which is tillable. It is situ- 
ated about a mile and a half from the 
arroyo, the nearest stations being 
Garvauza and Glendale. Farming is 
the industry vf the population, the 
shipments including tomatoes, apri- 
cots, biackberries and raspberries, also 
corn, potatoes and melons. One farmer 
gathered twenty tonsof tomatoes from 
an acre of land last year. A carload 
of this vegetable was shipped East last 
moath. The producers received oue 
cent a pound for the tomatoes; the 
consumers in New York puid fiity 
cents.

SAN GABRIEL VALLEY. 


A Vale That “Lies Swooning in 
eauty”’—Its Towns. 

San Gabriel ig the aristocratic beauty 
among the beautiful valleys of Lwus 
Angelescounty. It was settled by the 
Catholic fathers more that a century 
ago, when Indians were more plentiful

The vailey commences at the 
intersection of the low foothills, about 
five miles east of Los Atigeles, and 
extends eastward about twenty 
miles to the Azusa  footbilis, 
where a spur of the muuntains crosses 
and separates the San G«briel trom 
the Sau José Valley. The San Gabriel 
Valley was celebrated for its beauty 
and fertility long betore the fame of 
Seuthern Californla was known to the 
pation at large. Italy furn.ehes no 
more beautiful picture than this valley, 
on one of our clear, sunny winter days, 
with the dark-green foliage and guideu 
giobes of the orange orchards in the 
foreground and the violet, snow-capped 
Sierra Madre Mountains as a frame to 
tbe picture.

Pasadena. 

Pasadena is rightly styled the 
‘Crown of the Valiey.”” Throughout 
the length and breadth of the beauti- 
ful San Gabriel, teeming with richness 
and beauty, no town can be found so 
fair to look upon, so goodly to dwe 
in. 

As its name implies, Pasadena is lo- 
cated at the upper or westeru end of 
the valley at the base of the Sierra 
Madre rauge of mountains and within 
eight miles of Los Angeles, the metrop- 
olis of Southern Calitornia, 

It is An-vdeal place to live in—proba- 
ably the must desirable residence city 
iu the United States, It is in a land 
of marveloiis wealth and picturesque- 
ness, canopied by a sky that is almost 
continually cloudless, and bubbling 
over with life and vigor under the rays 
of a semi-tropical sun. The hills and 
lowlands are carpeted with living 
green, the air isreduvlent with mingled 
odors of roses and orange biossums, 
and swe-t songs of birds are heard ey- 
erywhere. Nature is decked in the 

rb of summer the -yeur round. 
Ihe days are ideal and the nigbts are 
no less beautiful, Splendid sunsets are 
torgotten in the beauty of the moon’s 
pale light, which spreads a halo of rest 
aud peace over snow-capped mountain 
peak and vine-clad valley, covering-up 
defects, enbancing that which is beau- 
tiful and transforming the whole into 
one sublime picture. — 

‘Pasadena and suburbs cover an area 
of nearly twenty square miles, extend- 
‘ing from the foothiis south a distance 
of six miles, and east from the Arreyo 
Seco three miles. The official censts 
figures of 1890 put Pasadena’s popula- 
tion at 5870. This number, however, 
reters ouly to the area bounded by the 
city limits. This leaves ont a good part 
of North Pasadena, the Olivewood sec- 
tion, the thickly-populated district 
aloug Lake avenue, L nda Vista and 
South Pasadena, all properly part and 
portion of Pasadena, except South 
Pasadena, which has a municipal gov- 
ernment of its own. 

The streets and: avenues are uni- 
formly wide, well graded, with excel- 
lent sidewalks, beautifed by shude 
trées and shrubbery. Such thorough- 
fares as Orange Grove, Marengo 
avd Moline avenues, Cvlorado and 
California sireets, are notice- 
ably attractive. Tne town contains a 
large number of handsome residence 
structures that cost a sack of money 
to build, while the jess pretentious 
homes ure almost without exception 
tastily and cosily fitted up. A distine- 
tive feature of the houses are the sur- 
rounding lawns, handsomely orna- 
mented with semi-tropical plants and 
flowers. 

Pasadena is also an imporgant busi- 
ness center. Three banks are in suc- 
cessful operation, the merchants are 
active and progressive and keep well- 
stocked stores, and trade generally is 
brisk. At no time since the boom of 
three years ago has the outlook been so 
romising. aud there is a gevéral feel- 
ng of confidence among the business 
men that a new era of prosperity bas 
set in. Strangers are coming into 
town at alively/rate. There are many 
more people in town now tban there 
were at.this time last year, The in- 
trinsic advantages which this country 
possesses are beginning to make them- 
selves telt.\ Real estate is not 
ing purchased, but much is being done 
in the way of building.

Returning to Pasadena and taking 
up our journey eastward, along the 
San Gabriel Valicy, after passing 
through Olivewood, the beautiful 
eastern suburb of Pasadena, ‘he Grat | 
place feached is Lamanda Park, on 
the San a Fé road, at an elevation of 
700 teet. Here a beautiful forest of 
live oaks, like a great English park, 
reaches up toward the shaduw of Wil- 
son’s Peak. Viueyards and orchards 
are on every side. Some of the fincst 
country residences and estates in 
Southern California are upon the bor- 
ders of Lamanaa Park, among others 
Edgecliff’ and Kinn-yloa. Lamanfa 
has-a schooluouse with a public library, 
a hotel and several boarding-houses. 
There is a wifery, also several fruit- 
packing and.canning factories. 

Sierra Madre. 

A mile north of Lama:da Park, on 
one of the lowest foothills, overlook- 
ing the valley, is Sierra Madre, wh ch 
has Been calied the ‘‘Gem of the Foot- 
filis.” Itis best redcued from Santa 
Anita, the next station to Lamanda 
Park on the Santa Fé, from which it 
a mile distant. Sierra Madre is 
about iourteen hundred feet above sea 
level, The view embraces the countsy 
from the head of the San Gabriel Val- 
W, to the ocean. The chief trail to 

ilson’s Peak commences here, where 
burros may be hired. The soil of 
Sierra Madre is decomposed granite 
and vegetable moid, light, warm, 
friable and strong for trees and vives. 
It can be worked winter or summer, as 
it does not puck or bake, and is neither 
dusty nor muddy. Owning to its eleva- 
tion, Sierra Madre is practically free 
from damaging frosts. 

Sierra Madre has a postoffice, stores, 
school, cuurch, a large hotel anda 
newspaper. The principal streets are 
well graded, sidewalked and lined witu 
sbade trees. 

Arcadia and Santa Anita. 

The towns of Arcadia and Santa 
Anita are situated on the line of the 
Southern California, about twelve 
miles from Los Angeles, and just east 
of Sierra Madre. ‘bey are withina 
few miles of one another, and both are 
surrounded by the famous Baldwin 
Santa Anitaranch. Tue greater part 
of the land from Lamatda Park to 
Monrovia is included iu this enormous 
ranch, and to tell of the section it is 
only necessary to indicate it. ° 

Toe Baidwin rauch has under culti- 
vation 24,000 acres. During the past 
year there bas been an inctease io 
acreagé as follows: 10U acres have been 
set to oranges,50 acres planted to 
grapes and 500 acres sown to grain. 


Fé line at Santa Anita, large storage 
Warelouse, numerous racing stables 
and a livery and feed stable at Arcadia. 
During the past year the Hote! Oak- 
wood at Arcadia was opened for busi- 
bess. 

Trees were planted during the year.

Azusa, Glendoraand Covina. 

The wonderful advance made by the 
fruit and farming industries of South- 
ern California during the last year has 
nowhere a better exponent than in the 
district which comprises Azusa, Glen- 
dora and Covina, and the town sites of 
Alosta, and Vineland. It lies slong 
the lie of the Southern Califorasis 
Railroad betweén Duarte and San 
Dimas, a distance of nearly fifteen 
miles.

be deciduous fruits of the Pomona 
district are chiefly peaches, apricots, 
pears and prunes. The gross receipts 
for the crop of the valley is reckoned at 
#150,000 to $200,000. Exact figures are 
not obtainable and estimates vary 
widely. The value of the prune crop 
has been put at $60,000, and of the 
apricot at $50,000. It is noticeable 
that the estimates of the value of the 
crop were steadily advanced as the 
season proceeded, and those made af- 
ter the greatér portion of the crop had 
been actua'ly sold and the money lay 
in the baxks of Pomona were the 
largest of all. 

It is estimated that the strawberries 
of the valley bring in $8000 or $9000 
annually. The figs this lust year sold 
for $5200, and the olives for $2500. 
There were over one thousand seven 
hundred tons of the apricots. The 
cannery at one time was putting up 
peaches ut the rate of 12,000 two-pound 
cansaday. The Pomuna winery used 
about 500 tons of grapes and paid $10 
a ton. During the busy season the 
fruit-drying establishment of Cook & 
Langley employed about 600 hands, 
working nigut and day. During thirty 
days of July the freight shipments out 
of Pomona were 843,000 pounds, an in- 
crease of, 150 per ceut. over the figures 
of the preceding year. 

lnstauces of remarkable yields are 
numerous. Some of these, together 
with otbers of an average sort, are as 
follows: W. T. Johnston has 1000 7- 

year-old apricot trees, or ten acres, 
which yielded seventy-one tons of fruit, 
which brought $2476.

profit. George Withers makes the fol- 
lowing complete statement with regard 
to 500 6-year-old trees: Green fruit, 
79.200 pounds; dried, 13,135; gross re- 
turns at 15 cents per pound, $1970.25; 
care of orchard one year, $81 50; pack- 
ing, drying, handling, etc., $308; total 
expense, $589 50; net profit, $1580.75; 
profit per acre, $517.65. 

E. Frederick, trom 1700 prune trees, 
gathered sixty tons of fruit which were 
sodror fijaton. J. E. Packard, from 
less then ten acres of prunes, picked 
fruit which, when dried, weighed 
thirty-eight tons. The fruit is not 
sold, but at 10 cents a pound it would 
bring $7600. 

An instance showing how the re- 
markable returns from fruit land dur- 
ing the last year have increased in mar- 
ket value.may be quoted: Early in the 
year the Jackson orchard, consisting 
of deciduous fruit trees was offered for 
$35) av acre. Its crop sold for $277 an 
acre.

Annually the birth- 
day oi the poet Whittier is celebrated, 
and on these occasions the poet always 
respoods with a letter and an address. 

be Whittier Water Company has 
20 miles of pipe and two good reser- 
voirs. The East Whittier Water Com- 
pany is now engaged in the work of 
developing 500 inches of water from 
the hills, which wiil be used in irrigat- 
ing the land below the town. This 
will cause a large tract which has thus 
far been used only for barley, to be set. 
to fruit trees, 

During the year a number of new 
residences have been constructed, and 
many improvements have been made 
on farm lands. The cannery bought 
and put up 700-tons of green fruit. 
The sorghum factory, which is a new 
enterprise, made 3,630 gullons of mo- 
lasses from the cane grown on 15 acres, 
which is an average of 240 gallons to 
the acre. 

LOS NIETO . COUNTRY, 
Where They Rais; the Big Corn and 

Pumpxins. | 
This section, twelye to sixteen miles 
southeast of Los Angeles, on the 
Southern Pacific, offers a wider 
variety of products for export 
than any other part of the county. 
There are deciduous fruits of 
all kinds, bay and alfalfa, grapes and 
wine, butter, egga, cheese, garden veg- 
etables (including large quantifies of 
potatoes,) grain, small iruiis, pumpkins 
and watermelons, nuts of ail kinds, 
stock (especially hogs) and pampas 
plumes. Some oranges are also raised. 
During the years ’87 to °9), wheu the 
raising of general farm produce and 
stock was su négiected in the country 
that $200,000 was sent out annuaily for 
butter and cheese, and $50,000 a month 
for hog products, the districts about 
Downey was still faithful to o'd-style 
larming, and its prosperity, though 
moderate, has been coutinuous, 

Downey and Norwalk. 

Owing to ,its nearness to Los An- 
geles it is estimated that more than 
half of the produce exported from 
Downey comes to this city by team in- 
stead of by rail.’ Especially is this true 
of bay and general farm produce. 
Last year the Southern Pacific shipped 
trom Downey 18 carloads of oranges; 
25 tons of prunes and 16 carloads of 
apples. This is an especially favorable 
district for apples. These, and other 
deciduous iruits, grow without any irri- 
gation whaipyver, of orange 
growers are trying the experiment of 
raising young orange trees without ir- 
rigation, and it has been thus far very 
successful. 

There is at Downey a large winery 
which, during 189), used 460 tons of 
grapes, which were bought at an aver- 
age price of $l3 aton, Sixty-nine 
thousand gallons of wiue were mana- 
factured. Banks, who nad 40 
acres in wine grapes, got 240 tons from 
the tract, or $3120. His vines and 
those owned by P. O’Conner in this dis- 
trict have never been affected by the 
vine disease, and they attribute this 
fact to their failure to -SUumer-prune 
the vines. 

Of corn there were about 3000 tons 
shipped from Downey and 20 carloaas 
from Norwalk. Immense quantities of 
aifaifa and burley hay are raised, sume 
to be carted into the city, and the rest 
to be used for the stock whichis raised 
in this district. Pumpkins are culti- 
vated in large quantities for the latter 
purpose. 

Last vear the cheese factory of 
Mitchell & Hansman started’ into 
operation at Downey,.and a creamery 
managed by Haddock & Smith re- 
cently came into existence at Norwalk. 
Both of these cuncerns appear to have 
a flattering prospect uhead, 

The year that has post passed has 
witnessed a number of improvements 
in and about Downey. J. E. Jennison 
erecied an ¢ight-room residence at a 
cost of $3000. Residences have also 
been erected by the following: J. H.

At Ciearwater, 
which is a selttiement three miles west 
otf Downey, P. Epperson has built 
a handsome house and several otbers 
have erected residences. 

The water used in Downey and vi- 
cinity comes from the San Gabriel 
River or from artesian wells. It has 
two schoolhouses, with five teachers. 
There are five churces and one news- 
paper—the Downey Champion. 

be Poor Farm of the county is 
located about two miles west of Dow- 
ney. It consists of 112 acres, on which 
there are 4500 orange trees, deciduous 


fruit trees, alfalfa, grain, vegetabies, tio 


etc. The change which has been 
effected inthis placein the last two 
years is surprising. There is nowa 
tine collection of four-story brick build- 
ings for the occupan of the poor. 
Two large barns 66x60 feet, with sheds, 
were built during the year 1890. Three 
thousand three hundred orange trees 
were setout last spring, eight acres 
were set to deciduous fruit treed, and 
ten acres planted to alfalfa. A fine 
tauk-house was built and an engine 
put into lift the water. Several miles 
of shade trees were set out aud much 
grading and street-making was accom- 
plished.

It is about four- 
teen miles east and west, by six north 
and south, and contains some 60,000 
acres. What is generally meant by the 
vame Cahuenga Valley, however, is 
Lhe frostiess belt, a strip seven or eight 
miles long aud varying from half a 
mile to a mile audabalf in width 
ulong the Cahuenga bhilis. This por- 
tion of the valley is in some respects 
one of the most remarkabie sectious of 
Svutbern California, and is generally 
conceded to have un interesting future 
before it. 

This strip of land lies so close to the 
foothills that the cold air drifting dowa 
from the mountains on the other side, 
rolls clear over it down to the lower 
levels of the valley. The oldest inhab- 
itauts of the valley have never seen a 
frost in this section that would injure 
the most delicate vegetabie or tropical

Tue object of the Exchange, as stated 
by the managers, is: “Lo provide a 
place where everything that a woman 
can make well, aud lor which tuere is 
a market, may be deposited for sale;

house-wile cau be relieved of the 
week’s mending—where linen may be 
marked with indelibie ink, or initiais 
embroidered—where gloves, laces, rib- 
bons, feathers, eic., can be cleaned or 
dyed, and where iuvalids can be sup- 
plied with nouristi®g foud and drinks.”

St. Paui’s Hospital and Home for 
Invalids, established in 1885, is located 
about balf a mile north of the Plaza. 
This is a private institution, conducted 
under the management of the Protest- 
uot Episcopal Church. All classes of 
patients are admiited, except those 
suffering with cohtagious diseases, 
Nearly a bundred patients are treated 
annually, on an average. Any de 
ficiency is met by the church, although 
thus far the institution has been self- 
supporting.

U.S. Department of Arizona and the 
Nacional Guard.

STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


Remarkable Imprévements During 
the Past Four Years. A 

Four years ago the jeading streets of 
Los Angeles were ankle deep in ‘dust 
in summer and knee-deep in mud in 
winter, There was nota yard of paved 
‘Street in the city. Even three yoars 
-ago, on First street, the main east-and- 
| west thoroughfare, within two blocks 
of the business center, a horse sunk 
one of his legs into a mud-hole, broke 
it, and the broken leg was left sticking 
there all the afternoon, 

Such a wretched condition of affairs 
as this, which prevailed herein the 
winter of 1886-87, during the height of 
the boom, together with the exorbitant 
charges for lodging at that time, un- 
doubtedly-disgusted thousands of the 
crowd of eastern people who flocked 
to Los Angeles and gave them «a poor 
opinion of the city. They would hardly 
Know it again if they came today, so 
mucb has it improved for the better. 
If the real-estate boom had accom- 
plished nothing else, it would be ever 
memorable on account of the improve- 
minents which it has caused to be made 
In Our streets, 

Up to December 1, 1889, there were 
75? miles of graveled sireets in Los 
Auge es, the costof which had been 
$1,126,710. During 189) 114 miles were 
graded, at a cost of $171,184, making a 
total at present of 57} miles. 

The paved streets bave ail been laid 
during the past four years. Up to De- 
cember 1, 1889, 74 miles had been laid. 
Of this two-thirds was bituminous 
lime-rock, part with concrete and part 
with loose rock foundation. The bal- 
ance was aspbaltum,i mile; granite 
blocks. 1# miles; (McAdam,) 
3-5 ofa mile. The total cost ot paving 
bad been $515.787. During the past 
year, 219,753 square feet of pavement 
bavé been laid—about 4-5 of a mile. 
Of this 68,990 square feet was bitumi- 
}uous lime rock, ata cost of $23.093; 11,- 
393 square feet gran te blocks, at a cost 
vi $3657, and 139,369 square feet por- 
phyry. at a cost of $21,410. 

On December J, 1889, there were in 
the city 694 miles ot cement sidewalks, 
the length of both sides of the street 
being counted. The cost had been 
$369,000 and the cost of 42 miles of curb 
$104,000. During the past year 8} miles 
of sidewalk and curb have been con- 
structed, at a cost of $22,000. 

‘There are twelve bridges in the city 
over the Los Angeles River, four of 
which are railroad bridges. During

SEWERS AND STORM DRAINS: - 
The 


Interior Sewer System Ap- 
proaching Completion. 
After a vast amount of heated de- 
bate as to the beat means of providing 
the city wHbh an effective system of 
sewerage, elections were ordered by 
the Cotincil and held in March last to 
vote for bonds to defray the cost of a 
sewer system. Three elections were 
held, on separate days, for an interior 
system; outfall system to the ocean, 


and for storm drains to carry off the 


winter rains. The total cost of the 
| bonds asked for the improvement was 
$1,597,900, of which $374.000 was for 
the interior system, $696,900 for the 
yocean outfall, and $527,000 for thé 
storm drains. The interior system was 
approved. by the voters, the ocean out- 
fall and storm drains being defeated. 

Up to December 1, 1889, there were 
in the city twenty-one miles of sewers, 
draini g the principal business portion 
ot the city. During the past year, in 
addition to the construction of three 


by the property-owners under the 
Vrooman Act, work has been actively 
pusbed on the interior system of sew- 
ers,tor which bonds were voted, and 
nine and a half miles completed. The 
Arroyode las Reges main sewer has 
been finished at a cost of $40,991, the 
western intercepting sewer haif fin- 
ished at a cost of $26,880, the southern 
interceptor aboiit one-fourth completed 
at a cost of $10 857, and two sections of 
the central interceptor completed at a 
cost of $94,964. The balance is near- 
ing completion, and the the Mozart- 
street main will be finished in a few 
weeks. It is hoped soon to begin work 
on the Hollenbeck Arroyo main to 
drain Boyle Heights. It has been de- 
cided to change the course of the 
western intercepting sewer so as to 
run through a more settied district. 

The City Engineer, in bis annual re- 
port to the City Council, declares that 
in spite of adverse criticism all sewers 
under the direction of bis department 
will give satisfaction. They have all 
been constructed so far, cousiderably 
within the egtima‘ed cost. 

While the interior system is nearing 
completion, no arrangements have yet 
been made for the disposition of the 
sewage. The main outfall ends at the 
southwest corner of the city. It is 
about time to consider what shall be 
done with the sewage. During the 
discussion on the sewer-bond election 
several plans were broached fof™util- 
izing the sewage—after deodorization 
—on the sandy soil south of the city. 
The Ctry Engineer, in his report, still 
adheres to the plan of an ocean out- 
fall, with modifications. For the ter- 
ritoryeeast of tue river be recommends 
the completing of the central :inter- 
ceptor from Missidn to Sixth street, 
whence a temporary relief sewer can 
be run along theriver abouta mile, 
emptying into the river. No water is 
taken out below this point for domestic 
purposes. This sewer might after- 
ward be used as a permanent storm 
drain, 

___For the rest of the city the en- 
'gineer buggests a modification of the 
| proposed outtall for which bonds were 
defeated. -This modified outfall woud, 
he says, be good for a poplaution of 
100,000, and would cost about $250,000, 
uvery large saving on tie proposed 
cost of the former outfall. Asoutlined, 
this outfall would run from the south- 
‘west corner of the city toSanta Monica 
avenue, thence direct to Hyde Park

whether such a system as that pro- 
posed would be approved by the voters, 
although the great reduction in 6x- 
pense would be in its favor. One of 
the leading objections to the previous 
plan was the anticipated pollution of 
the ocean beach newr Santa Monica by 
the sewage. 

Ou December 1, 1889, there were sev- 
enteeu and 4 quarter mijes of zanjas 
(irrigating ditches) in Los Angeies, 
which had cost $137,000. With the 
building up of so much of the land 
Within the city limits, water for irriga- 
tion is less needed from year to year, 
and the system is an expense to the 
city. The zanjas are used for storm 
water-drains as well as for irrigation. 
Of stofm water-drains proper, there: 
are four miles, mostly cenient pipe. 
They have cost $26,104. Last year but 
little extension was laid—only one and 
a baif miles of storm-druin and zapja, 
costing $6606. 

‘Lhe City Engineer, in his report, re- 
marks that large, ‘expensive storm- 
water drains are apparently extrava- 
gaunt in Los Angeles, as the rains come 
all in one peried of sbort duration, but 
the damage done by these. rains 
amounts to considerably more each 
season than an ample system of storm- 
water drains would cost. © The longer 
an urrangement to carry off the storm- 
water is delayed, the greater the dam- 
age will be, as it increases from year 
to year with the extension of the 
street pavements, which allow the 
water to flow off with great 
rapidity. The engineer recommends 
the construction of a well-planned sys- 
tem of storm sewers of ample size to 
carry off al! the water that can do any 
damage. There are, however, many 
who believe that it would be preferable 
and cheaper to dispose of the storm 
water by paving with asphaltum cer- 
tain streets down which it naturally 
flows, and making wide gutters in 
them for the water to flow off on the 
surface. We would thus obtain some 
handsomely-paved streets at less than 
the total cost of storm drains, and at 
the same time get rid of the water. 
Some such system as this certainly ap- 
pears to be the only one that would 
work on Alameda street, which carries 
off an enormous volume of water after 
every rain, choking up the drain with 
sand. 

PARKS. 
The Great Possibilities of Our Parks 
—ImproVements Made, 

Los Angeles 1@ not yét so well’ pro- 
vided with parks’ as. might'be'’ jyished. 
The city is s0 young, asa community 
of any considerable size, and there has, 
until recently, been so much open 
ground in all directions within halfa 
mile of the city center, that the need of 
breathing places has not been felt. 
With increasing density of _ population 
and the settling up of much of the va- 
cant land within the city limits; there 
is, however, a growing demand on the 

art of the citizens tor parks, and the 

ark Commissioners have been doing 
their best with the meager allowance 
at their comimand to trausform the 
open places which the city owns into 
pleasant resorts. The city once owned 
thousands of acres within the limits, 
but the land has all gone, either in 
grants to corporations or bas been sold 
ata nominal price, and the only way 
to create new parks now is to buy the 
land, which would be an expensive 
operation. . 

There are six public parks within the 
city limits, aggregating in area 542 
acres. Only of, have yet 
been sufficiently improved to des-rve 
the name of parks, and they are, with 
one exception, smal!, only one contain- 
ing over fifty acres. 

The Sixth-street Park is, as far as 
improvewents go, the most, beautiful 
ui the city, the trees having been 
planted longer and attained large 
growth. lt is a perfect gem, as far as 
it goes, but it does not go very far, 
being only 600 by 330 feetin size—a 
city block—covering about four and 
one-half acres. it is situated in the 
heart of the inside residence portion of 
the city, in the direction of the city’s 
growth, within less than three blocks 
of the City Hall. This lana was do- 
nated to the city~for park purposes 
long before there was any thought of a 
boom in Angeles. So little was 
land worth at that time that the city 
fathers debated for some time whether 
they should accept the gift. The park 
is an exumple of what our other parks 
may become in a tew years, under the 
judicious expenditure of money. 

The old Plaza is a circular place, 210 
feet in diameter, around which the 
Los Angeles of early days was built, 
It marks the geograpical, but not the 
business, cetiter of the city. It is 
beautifully improved with trees, plants 
and flowers, including four old and 
stately rubber trees. 

The West Lake Park, covering 
thirty-five acres, is located on Seveuth 
street, near the western city limits, at 
the terminus of a cable road, at the 
verge of achoice residence section of 
the city, Elevated Zroutid, overlook- 
ing Moulhtains and valleys to the 
ocean. More work has been done on 
this park, during the past year, than 
on any other, and it has become a 
favorite resort with citizens. Quite a 
transformation has been effected in 
this park during the past two years. 
There‘is a lake of considerable ize, | 
the shores of whieh have been graded. 
and bauked up, waiks laid, trees and 
flowers planted, a boathouse built and 
seat#placed. The lake has 3000 feet 
of shore line. The land surrounding 
it has been picturesquely laid. out 
with banks and winding pathways 
and driveway. During the past 
year t:e larger portion of the 
unimproved part of the park bas been 
graded and prepared fur pianting in 
the same manuer as the part already 
completed. The banks of the lake are 
now protected by rip-rap and curbing. 
Twenty-four boats have been pur- 
chased, and are well patronized, row- 
ing by moonlight being a favorite di- 
version. An electric mast has just 
been placed in position. A move- 


‘ment is now under way tc have music 


in the park regularly, which will much 
add to its attractiveness. Westlake 
Park is a picturesque spot, and being 
easily accessible and situated in the 
midstof a rapidly-growing, high-class 
residence section, it is sure to become 
more frequented :rem year er 

East Side Park,-in East 3 An- 
Angeles, bas an areaof fifty acres. It 
bas been graded, graveled and trees, 
shrubs, flowers and lawn set out, a con- 
siderabie amount of improvements 
having been made during the, past 
yeur. In this park is the propagating 
house for all the parks. Efforts have 
been made to purchase the land which 
lies between this park and the East Los 
Angeles Reservoir, which would give it 
an artificial lake, and make itarival of 
Westiake Park. So far, however, the. 
purchase has not been consummated, 

Prospect Park is a new, beautifuily- 
located, small pers on Brovklyn 
Heights, east of the river, coutaining 
2} acres. It is now ready to open to 
the public, only needing a permanent 
fence to keep out stock. 

Last, but by no means least, comes 
Elysian Park, the only public land of 
considerable size in the city, covering 
450 acres of the highest hillsin the city 
l.mits with the intervening vaileys, or 
six times the area ofall the other parks 


located are hizh enough to be termed 
mountains in a flat country, and the 
views from the summit are grand, em- 
bracing the entire city and the country 
for miles around. ‘To the East are seen 
the snow-capped mountains back of 
San Bernardino, 60 miles distant, 
and to the south the ocean. With euch 
natural advantages, Elysian Park is 
capable of being made one of the 
most attractive parks in the country, 
but to do so will require the expendi- 
ture of a cousiderabie amount of money. 
At present it is very much in the state 
that nature left it, with the exception 
that about haifa mile of roads have 
been graded to allow water to be hauled 
aod about one hundred thousand trees 
—etcalyptus, pepper, pine, live oak, 
cypress and others—set out, covering 
overone hundred acres. .With sul- 
ficent expenditure, this could be made 
agrand park. It is, unfortunately, 
located in’a part of the city that is not 
aut present very readily accessibie and 
away from the line of the city’s growth, 
but if properly improved it could not 
fail to attract thousands of visitors. 
As it is, the scenic pauorama from the 
summit of the park is well worth the 
climb. 

Central Park, on Central avenue, 
near the Southern city limits, is open 
to the public, but dves not belong to 
the city, having been laid out for the 
benefit of residents on a subdivision. 
It is beautifully improved with ‘trees 
and flowers. The latter are especially 
fine, being cultivated by a nursery 
company. Some of the trees are quite 
old. There are shady seats and swings 
for the children. 

An effort was recently made to secure 
a public park on the Briswalter tract, 
in the southern part of the city, the 
owner having offered to sell a portion 
of the’ tract for that purpose, at a low 
price, but the project has not yet taken 
shape. 

With our mild climate, permitting 
the growth of semi-tropical vegetation 
in the open air, and the remarkable 
rapidity of tree growth, Los Angeles 
is second to no city in the world in 
its opportunities for the establishment 
of beautiful parks iv a short space of 
time. Our parks should be as cele- 
brated as our flower gardens and 
orange-groves. It is to be hoped that 
théy may soon become so, under a lib- 
eral policy of a judicious expenditure, 
Money could scurcely be devoted to 
aby more worthy purpose.

‘Los Angeles is at least as well sup- 
plied with dramatic and musical: en- 
texytainments as the average American 
city of three times its population. A 


first-class show will always draw a- 


full house in Los Angeles. 

There are two handsome theaters, 
the Grand Opera House, seating capa- 
city 1400, and the Ls Angeles Theater, 
seating capacity 1000. Hazard’s Pa- 
vilion, a large bali where entertain- 
ments are frequently given, will seat 
50U0. There are a number of other ca- 
pacious halls and it is a poor night 
when a musical, dramatic or literary 
entertainment is not given at one of 
them, in addition to those at the 
theaters. .

NEW BUILDINGS. 


‘Less Brick Blocks, but Many First- 


Class Residencass. . 

There were not so many buildings 
erected in Los Angeles last year as 
during the preceding one. ‘This 1s by 
uo means extraordinary or discourag- 
ing. During the four years from 1886 
to 1889; inclusive, an enormous amount 
of building had bée®m done in Los An- 
geles. The modern city bas been al- 
most constructed ducing that time. 
After the real-estate boom subsided, a 


many on back streets, that were 
be business streets. As & conse- 
quence there are today on such 
streets scores of empty store buiid- 
ings, some of which bave nevet 
Deen occupied since they were built. 
‘The tenants of other stores, who were 
paying high rents, bave removed toless 
expensive premises on Spring and 
Main streets. Several handsome brick 
blocks have gone upon tbe former 
street during the past year, and others 
are about to beerected. Property that 
is worth $2000 a front foot cannot be 
allowed to lie idie. 7 

, With exception of two or three blocks 
on this.street, where there is alwaysan 
active demand for stores, and none to 
let, the city is sufficiently supplied with 
brick business blucks for several years 
tocome. The city has grown ahead of 
the country. We must now let the 
country catch up. 

As to residences, there is a good de- 
mand for comfortable, attractive cot- 
tages of from four to seven rooms, near 
in, or, say, within a mile of Firat and 
Spring streets. Such houses will be 
rented readily at from $10 to $20 a 
month in good residence sections. 
During the boom rents were so high 
thatin spite of the great cost of lum- 
ber, brick and labor, a great number 
of buildings of all descriptions were 
rushed up all over the city, often en- 
tirely away from communication, and 
sometimes beyond the city limits. 
These buildings were often of the 
flimsiest character, and since-rents 
bave fallen bave largely been deserted, 
as in-the case of many stores, for 
houses nearer in at a less rent than 
the tenant was paying two or three 
miles out. Itis today almost impossi- 
bie to obtain a desirable cottage at a 
reasonable rent withip a mile of the 
business center, south or west. When 
an empty house is discovered, after 
a long tramp, there is almost 
always some serious drawback. Either 
the location isdamp and unwholesome, 
the house isin a tumble-down condi- 
tion, there is no yard, or, if it is to any 
extent convenient and attractive, a 
higher rent is demanded than persons 
of moderate means can-affurd to pay. 
Farther out, ata distance of from one 
and ahalf to three miles, there are 
plenty of comfortabie residences to be 
had at a very moderate rent.

Courtheuse, an imposing structure of 
sandatone, granite, marble and browa- 
stone, the fuishing toucbes upon which 
are just being placed. Its cost bas 
beeu over $500,000. There will be ac- 
commodation for the county officers, 
six courtrooms, law library, etc. 

The HigtySchool, astateiy four-story 
brick busiding, with basement, costing 
over $60,000, bas been erected during 
the year, on a hill north of the business 
center. The tower is now a prominent 
landmark fur miles around. 

Auother large building that attracts 
the eye of the stranger, is the large 
brick Orphan Asylum érected by the 
Roman Oatbolic churches, near the 
edge of th bluff on the east side of the 
river, in Boyle Heights, in a line with 
Second~-strest. The building, which 
bas been completed during the past 
year, cost over $50,000. 

‘The City Superintendent of Build- 
ings reports 745 permits issued during 
1890, up to the middle of December, 
the total value of buildings given in 
being $1,103.342. The office of Super- 
intendent O1 Buildings was only estab- 
lisned in August, 1889. From, August 
1 to December 15, 1889—four and one- 
half months—permits were issued for 
buildings to the value of $759,575. 
The superintendent adds 25 per cent. 
fur improvements, which would muke 
the value of the buildings, for which 
permite bave been taken out during 
the past year, $1,879,177. 

The cost of the brick buildings for 
which permits were issued was $302,- 
285. Dwellings to the number of 260, 
to cost from $150 to $25,000 were 
authorized, the average cost being 
$2100. Thirteen new schoolhouses 
were built, giving 52 additional rooms, 
and 17 new rooms were added to five 
old schoolbouses, making altogether an 
addition of 69 rooms, at a cost of $150,- 
000. This, in addition to the High 
School already mentioned, a gymna- 
sium costing $10,000 has been added to 
the Normal pchoul, makirg it equal in 
this respect to any institution of the 
kind in the State. 

Several factories have been built and 
two planing mills. A large addition 
bas been made to the gas works., Two 
storage beildings have been added to 
the works of the California Packing 
Company, at a cost of $5000 each. 

The class of building which has 
gone up during the past year is mostly 
tbe smali, one-story residence of better 
quality than previously. Building bas 
not been largely for speculation, but 
foroccupancy mostly, Many improve- 
ments are being made to brick build- 
ings, by taking out the old fronts and 
replacing them by iron fronts. 


LIGHTING. 


“A Complete System of Brilliant Eleo- 
: tric Lights. 


Los Angeles was the first city in the 

United States to entirely abandon gas 
‘for street lighting and -repiace it by 
electricity, It is, today, one of the 
best-lighted cities in the Union. The 
electric era was ushered in on January 
1, 1883. The high masts on which the 
lamps are hung throw a usefal light 
a mile distant and the lights are visi- 
ble by mariners many miles out at sea. 
As viewed from a distance, at night, 
Lus Augeles resembles a fairy city, the 
glittering lights spreading over hill, 
plain and vailey, and bringing its every 
outline into bold relief. : 
- Tre city ts now lighted with 217 
electric lamps, aggregating 556,000 can- 
die power. Of tnese 117 are on 34 150- 
foot masts. The oihera are on poles 
12 to 50 feet high, or suspended at 
sireet intersectious, etc. To convey 
the current necessary to light these 
lamps, about 65 miles of main wire is 
required. ‘The. lamps are lighted on 
what is known as the “moonlight 
schedule,” that is, they are lighted 
one half hour after sunset, or one 
hour before moon-set, and are extin- 
guished one hour before sunrise each 
night, except the night of full-moon, 
and the night before and the night 
after fuli-moon, when no lamps are 
lighted. This isa very defective and 
short-sighted policy, as, whenever the 
moon is up on a cloudy night the city 
is left -in darkoess. If a man is 
“stood up’? on a dark street, on his 
way, home, it is no consolation to know 
that the moon sb nesin the calendar. 
Fortunately, cloudy nights are few 
and far between in Los Angeles, bu 
-they should be provided for. coe 
‘The price paid by the city is on th 


month, the price having been mate- 

rially reduced at the last letting of the 

contract, a few weeks ago, under 

threatened competition.

Dur- 
ing the past year this company has 
made some extensive improvements to 
its plant. It has built a new gasom- 
eter, at a cost of $46,000, a new brick 
retort house, $30°000;- and a new ex- 
hauster house, $3000. Ithas laid about 
five miles of main pipe in the public 
streets, at a cost of $25,000, and is now 
convemplating the extension of its sys- 
tem across the river to East Los An- 
geles aud Boyle Heights. 


TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE. 


The County Thoroughly Covered 
with Electric Wires. 

The telegraph and telephone facil- 
ities of LoS Angeles are equal, if not 
superior, to those of any city of the size 
in the Unitéd States. _ 

There are two distinct telegraph 
systems, the Western Union and the 
Postal Telegraph Company. 

The Western Union has, in the city, 
a main oficeand a number of branctes. 
There is;an office in every place of 
importance in Southern California. 

Two years azo, an office of the }’acific 
Postal Telegraph Company was estab- 
lished in Los Angeles. It has several 
wires running from this city to Central 
and  Northern-California; Oregon, 
Washington and British Columbja, 
thence, eastward, by the Cunadian 
Pacific Railroad. Itis in immediate 
connection with the Mackay-Benneit 
transatiantic cable. 

No statistics of business done are 
obtainable from either of these com- 
panies. ‘Lelegraph companies are very 
‘close corporations,’’ especially just at 
this time, when there is so much talk 
about the absorption of the telegraph 
lines by the Federal Government. . 

' Two Los Angeles papers — THE 
Times and Herald—take the full As- 
sociated Press dispatches daily over 
the Western Union wires. 
TELEPHONE. 

The Telephone Exchange of Los 
Angeles, was organized in 1882, with 
seven subscribers, The patronage has 
steadily increaSed, until there are now 
1050 telephones in use in the city, 
which is a very large number for a city 
of 50,000 population. A comparison

Every town in the county is con- 
nected with this city by telephone; aiso 
a number of towns in San Bernardino 
and Orange counties. The company 
hasaline to San Fernando, ou the 
north; lines to Santa Monica and Re- 
dondo on the west, and to Long Beach 
on the south. Southeast, a liné runs to 
Santa Ana, in Orange county, also one 
to Whittier and Puente. A long line 
runs to San Bernardino (60 miles) 
whence branches extend to Hiverside, 
Rialto, Arrowhead Springs and Red- 
lands, the latter being the most dis- 
tant of the company’s stations—about 
75 miles from Los Angeles. The ex- 
tension of the line soathatiy. from 
Santa Ana to San Diego, isonlya 
question of how soon such extension 
would pay. 

During the past year many of the 
company’s lines have been overhauled, 
and. new stations opened at Etiwanda, 
in San Bernardino county, and Glen- 
dora and Vernondale, in this county.

Intelligent Estimate of Southern 
California's Climate—The Con-— 
ditions That Make Life 
Here Desirapie. 


Califotnia is the land of the pine and 
the palm. The tree of the Sierras, 
native, vigorous, gigantic, and the 
tree of the desert, exotic, supple, po- 
etic, both flourish within the nine de- 
grees of latitude. These two, the 
widely-separated lovers of Heine’s 
song, symbolize the capacities of the 
State, and although the sugar-pine is 
indigenous, and the date-palm, which 
will never be more than an ornament 
in this hospitable soil, was planted by 
the Franciscan fathers, who estab- 
lished a chain of missions from San 
Diego to Monterey over a century ago, 
they should both be the distinction of 
one commonwealth, which in its seven 
hundred miles ot indented sea coast 
cau boast the climates of all countries 
and the products of all zones. 

If this State of mountains and val- 
leys were divided by an east and west 
line, following the general course of 
the Sierra Madre range, and cutting 
off the eight lower couuties, I suppose 
there would be conceit enough 
in either section to maintain 
that it only is the paradise of the 
earth, but both are necessary to make 
the unique and contradictory Cali- 
fornia which fascinates and bewilders 
the traveler. Heistold that the in- 
habitants of San Francisco go away 
from the draught of the Golden Gate 
in summer to get warm, and yet the 
earliest lucious cherries and apricots 
which he finds in the far south market 
of San Diego come from the northern 
Santa Clara Valley. The truth would 
seem to be that in an hour’s ride in 


any part of the State one can change 
his climate totally at any time of the 
éar, and this not merely by changing 
is elevation, but by getting in or out 
of the rangeof the sea or the desert 
currents air which follow the 
valieys. 
To recommend to any one a winter 


climate is far from the writer’s 


thought. No two persons agree on 
what is desirable for a winter resi- 
deuce, and the inclination of the same 

reon varies witt bis state of bealth. 

can only attempt to give some idea of 
called the winter months in 
Southern California, to which my 
observations mainly apply. The 
\ndividual who comes here un- 
fer the mistaken notion that 
tlimate éver ‘does anything 
more than give nature a_ better 
thance, may speedily or more tardily 
need the service of an undertaker; and 
the invalid whose powers are respon- 
sive to kindly influences may live so 
long, being unabie to get away, that 
life will be a burden to him. The per- 
son in ordinary health will find very 
little that is hostile to the orderly 
organic processes. In order to appre- 
ciate the wiuter climate of Southern 
Calitornia one should stay here the 
year turough, and select the days that 
suit his idea of winter from auy of the 
months. From the fact that the great- 
est humidity isin the summer and the 
least in the winter months, he may 


_ Wear ap overcoat in July in a tempera- 


ture, according to the thermometer, 
which in January would render the 
overcoat uunecessary. It is dampness 


_ that causes both cold and heat to be 


most felt. The lowest temperatures, in 
Southern California «generally, are 


_ caused only by the extreme drycess ot 


the air; in the long nights of December 
and January there is amore rapid and 
longer continued radiation of heat. 
It must be a dry and clear night that 
will send the temperature down to 
thirty-four degeees. But the effect of 
the sun upon this air is instantaneous, 
and the cold morning is followed at 
once by a warm forenoon; the differ- 
ence between the average heat of July 


and the average cold of January, meas- 


ured by the thermometer, is not great 
in the valleys, foot-hills and on. the 
coast. Five points give this result of 
uverage for January and July respec- 
tively; Santa Barbara, 52°, 66°; San 
Bernardino, 51°, 70°; Pomona, 52°, 68°; 
Los Angeles, 52°, 67°; San Diego, 53°, 
66°. The day in winter months is 
warmerin the interior and the nights 
arv cooler than on the coast, as shown 
by the following figures for January: 
7 a, m., Los San Diego, 
47.5°; 8 p. m., Los Angeles, 65.2°; San 
Diego, 60.9. In the summer the differ- 
ence is greater. In June 1 saw the 
thermometer reach 108° in Los An- 
les when it was only 79° in San 
iego. Butl have seen the weather 
unendurable in New York with a tem- 
rature of 85", while this dry 
at of 103° was not oppressive. 
The extravurdinary equanimity of the 
coast climate (certainly the driest 
marine climate 10 my experience) 
will be evident from the average 
mean fo1 each month, from records of 
sixteen years, ending in 1877, taken at 
San Diego, giving each month in or- 
der, beginniug with January: 538.59, 
54 7°, 56.0°, 58.29, 60.2°, 64 6° 
69 0°, 66.72, 62.9°, 58.19. 56.0°. In the 
year 1887 the mean temperature at 3 
p. m. at San Diego was as follows, be- 
inning with January: 60.9°, 57.79, 

4°, 68 3°, 663°, 68 5°,. 69.6°, 69.69, 
For the four 
months of Juiy, August, September 
and Ociober there was hardly a shade 
ofdifference at3 p. m. The striking 
fact inail the records I have seen is 
that the difference of temperature in 
the daytime between summer and 
winter is very small, the great differ- 
ence being trom midnight to just be- 
fore sunrise, and this iatter difference 
is greater inland than on the coast. 
There are, of course, frost and ice in 
the mountains, but -the frost that 
comes occasionally in the low ‘inland 
valleys isof very brief duration in the 
morning hour, and rarely continues 
long enough to have a serious eflect 
upon vegetation. 

In considering the matter of tempera- 
ture, the rule for vegetation and for in- 
valids will not be the same. A spot in 
which delicate flowers in Southern Cali- 
fornia bloom the year round may be 
too cool for many invalids. It must 
mot De forgotten that the general tem- 
perature here is lower than that to 
which most Eastern people are accus- 
tomed. They ure used toliving all 
winter in overheated houses, and to 
protracted heated terms rendered 


~ worse by bumidity in the summer. 
The dry, low temperature of the Cali- | ter 


{ 


fornia winter, notwithstanding its per- 
petal sunshine, may seem, therefore, 
waniing to them in direct warmth. It 
may take a year or two,°to acclimate 
them to this more equable and more 
refreshing temperature, _ 

Neither on the coast nor in the foot- 
‘hills will the invalid find the climate 
of the Riviera or of Tangier—not the 
tramontana wind of the former, nor the 
absolutely cenial but somewhat ener- 
Vating climate of the latter, But it 
must be borne in mind that in this, our 
Mediterranean, the seeker for healt 
or pleasure can fiud almost any clima 
(except the very cold or the very hot,) 
down to the minutest subdivision. He 
may try the dry - marine climate of the 
coast, or the temperature of the 
fruit lands and 
Bernardino to Los Angeles, or he 
may climb to afiy’ altitude that suits 
him in the Sierra Madre or San Ja- 
einto ranges. The difference may be 
all-important to him between a valley 
and a mesa which is not 100 feet 
higher; nay, between a valley and the 
slope of a foot-hill, with a shifting of 
not more than fifty feet elevation, the 
change may be as marked for him as 1t 
is for the most sensitive young fruit 
tree. lt is undeniabie, notwithstand- 
ing these encouraging ‘‘averages,’’ that 
cold snaps, though rare, do come occa- 
Sionally, just as in summer there will 
occur one or two or three continued 
days of intense heat. And in the sum-;) 
mer in some localities—it happened in 
June, 1890, in the Santiago Hills in 
Orange county—the desert sirocco, 
over the Colorado furnace, 
wakes life just about unendurable for 
days at a time. Yet with this dry 
heat sunstroke is nevet experienced, 
and the diseases of the bowels usually 
accompanying hot weather elsewhere 
are unknown.. The experienced trav- 
eler who encounters unpleasant 
weather, heat that he does not expect, 
cold that be did not provide for, or 
dust that deprives himof his last atom 
of good humor, and is told that it is 
“exceptional,’”?’ knows what 
that word means. He is familiar with 
the “exceptional” the world over, and 
he feels a sort of compassion for the 
inhabitants who have not yet learned 
the adage, *‘Good wine needs no bush.”’ 
Even those who have bought more 
land than they can pay for can afford 
to tell the truth. 


The rainy season in Southern Cali- 


fornia, which may open with a shower 
or two in October, but does not set 
in till late in November or till 

mber, and is over in April, is 
not at all a period of cloudy weather 
or continuous rainfall. Un the cun- 
trary, bright warm days and brilliant 
suushine are the ruie, The raio is 
most likely to fali in the night, There 
may be a day of rain, or several days 
thut are overcast with distributed rain, 
but the showers are soon over, aud the 
sky clears. Yet winters vary greatly 
in this respect, the rainfall being much 
greater in some than in others. In 
1890 there was rain beyond the average, 
and even on the equable beach of Cor- 
onado tbere were some weeks of 
weather that from the California point 
of view were very unpleasant. It was 
unpleasant by local comparison, but it 
was not damp and ehilly, like a pro- 
tracted period of falling weather on the 
Atlantic. The rain comes with a 
southerly wind, caused by a disturb- 
ance far north, and with the resump- 
tion of the prevailing westerly winds 
it suddenly ceases, the air clears, and 
neither before nor atter it is the atmos- 
phere “steamy” or enervating. The 
average annual rainfall of the Pacilic 
coast diminisies by regular gradation 
from point to point all the way from 
Puget Sound to the Mexican boundary. 
AtNeah Bay it is 111 inches, and it 
steadily lessens: down to_ Santa Cruz, 
25.24, Monterey, 14.42; Point Concep- 
tion, 12.21; San Diego, 11.01. There is 
fog on the coast in every month, but 
this diminishes, like the rainfall, from 
north to south. I have emwcountered it 
in both February ani June. In the 
south it is apt to be most persistent in 
April and May, when for three or four 
days together there will be a fine mist, 
which anyone but a Scotchman would 
callrain. Usually, however, the fog- 
bank will roll in during the night, and 
disappear by 10 o’clock m the morning. 
There is no wet season ptoperly so 
called, and consequently few days in 
the winter months when itis not agree- 
able to be out-of-doors, perhaps no 
day when one .may not walk or 
drive during some part of it. Yet as 
to precipitation or temperature it is 
impossible to strike any. general aver- 
age for Southern Calitornia. In 1883-4 
San Diego had 25.77 inches. of rain, 
Los Angeles (fifteen miles inland) had 
88.22. ‘The annual average at Los 
Angeles is 17.64.. But in 1876-7 the 
total at San Diego was only 3.75, and 


| at Los Angeles only 5.28. Yet eleva- 


tion and distance froum th® coast do 
not always determine the rainfall, The 
yearly mean rainfall at Julian, in the 
San Jacinto range, atan elevation of 
4500 feet, is 37.74; observations at 
Riverside, 1050 feet above thé sea, 
give an average of 9.37. 

- It is probably impussible to” give an 
Kastero man a just idea of the winter 


to extremes, he may expect too much, 
He wants a violent change. If he quits 
the snow, the slush, the leaden skies, 
the alternate sleet and cold rain of 
New England, he would like the tropi- 
cal heat, the languor, the color of 
Martinique. He will not find them 
here. Le comes instead into a strictly 
temperate region; and even when he 
arrives, his eyes deceive bim. He sees 
the orange ripening ‘in its dark 
foliage, the long lines of the eucalyp- 
tus, the feathery pepper-tree, the 
magnolia, the English walnut, the 
biack live-oak, the fan-palm, in all the 
vigor of June; everywhere beds of 
flowers of every hue and of every coun- 
try biuzing in the bright sunligat—the 
heliotrope, the geranium, the rare hot- 
house roses overrunning the hedges of 
cypress, and the scarlet passion-vine 
climbing to the roof-tree of the cot- 
tages; in the vineyard or the orchard 
the borticulturist is following the cul- 
tivator in his shirt-sleeves; he hears 
running water, the song of birds, the 
sceat of flowers is in the air,and be can- 
not understand why he needs winter 
clothing, why he is always seeking the 
sun, why be wantsa fire at night. It 
is a fraud, he says, all this visible dis- 
play of summer, and of an aimost trop- 
ical summer at that; itis really a cold 
country. It is incongruous that he 
should be looking at a date-palm in bis 
overcoat, and he is puzzied that a ther- 
mometrical heat that should enervate 
him elsewbere, stimulates him here. 
The greed, brilliant, vigorous vegeta- 
tion, the perpetual! sunshine, deceive 
him; he is careféss about the difference 
of shade and sun,be gets into a draught, 
ana takes cold. Accustomed to extremes 
of temperature aod artificial teat, I 
think for most people the first winter 
here is a disappointment. I was told 
by a physician who had eighteen aah 
experience of the climate that in his 
first winter he thought he had 
never seen a people so — insensi- 
tive to cold as the n Diegans, who 
scemed not to require warmth. And 
all this time the trees are growing like 
asparagus, the most delicate flowers are 
in perpetual bloom, the annual crops 
are most lusty. I fancy that the soil 
is always warm. The temperatere is 
truly moderate. The records for a 
number of years show that the mid- 
day temperature of clear daysin win- 
is from 60° to 70 on the coast,

of Soutbern California. Accustomed | 


{from 65° to the interior, while 
that of rainy days is about 60° by the 
sea and inland! Mr. Van Dyke says 
thatthe lowest mid-day temperature 
recorded at the United States signal 
Station at San San Diego during 
eight years is 51°. This occurred but 
once. In those eight years there wore 
but twenty-one days when the mid- 
day teenporasers was not above 55°. In 
all thatgtime there were but six days 
when the mercury fell below 36° at 
any time in the night, and but two 
when it feil to 32%, the lowest point 
ever reached there. On one of those 
two last-named days it went to 51° 
at noon, and on the other to 56°. This 
was the great ‘cold soap” of Decem- 
ber, 1879. 

It goes without saying that this sort 
of climate would suit any one in or- 
dinary~ health; inviting and stimua- 
lating to constant out-of-door exer- 
cise, and that it would be equally fa- 
vorabie to that general break-down of 
the system which has the name of 
nervous prostration. The effect upon 
diseases of the respiratory organs can 
only be det-rmined by individual ex- 
perience. The Government bas lately 
been sending soldiers who have con- 
sumption from various stations in 
the United States to San Diego for 
treatment. This experiment will fur- 
nish interesting data. Within a period 
coveriug a little over two years Dr. 
Huntington, the post surgeon has 
had fifteen cases seut to him. Three 
of these patients had tubercular con- 
sumption; twelve had consumption in- 
duced by attacks of pneumonia. One 
of the tubercular patients died within a 
month alter his arrival; the second lived 
eight months; the tuird dis- 
charged cured, left the army, and 
contracted malaria elsewhere, of 
which be died. The remaining twelve 
were discharged practically cured of 
colisumption, but two of them subse- 
quently died. It is exceedingly com- 
mon to meet persons of ali ages and 
both sexes in Southern California who 
came invalided by disease of the lungs 
Or throat, who hayé every promise of 
fuir health here, but who dare not 
leave this climate. The testimony is 
convincing of the good effect of the 
climate upon all children, upon women 
generally, and of its rejuvenatiug ef- 
fect upon men and women of ad- 
vanced years. . . Ia an unpub- 
lished paper Dr. Remondino com- 
meuts on the extravordinary endur- 
ance of animals and men in the 
California climate, and cites many 
cases of uncommon longevity in na- 
tives. in reading the accounts of 
early days in California lam struck 
with the endurance of hardships, ex- 
posure, and wounds by the natives and 
the adventurers, tke rancheros, horse- 
men, herdsmen, the descendants of sul- 
diers, and the Indians, thejr insensi- 
bility to fatigue, and their agility and 
strength. Tnjs is ascribed to the cli- 
mate; and what is true of man is true 
of the native horse. His only rival io 
strength, endurance, speed and intelli- 
genee is the Arabian. It was long 
supposed that this was racial, and that 
but for the smalinesa of the size of the 


improve the breed of the Kastern and 
Kentucky racers. But there was re- 
luctance to cross the finely propor- 
tioned Eastern horse with his diminu- 
tive Western brother. 
tion and breediug of thoroughbreds on 
this coast has lea to the discovery that 
the desirabe qualities that the Cali- 
fornia horse were not racial but cli- 
matic. The Eusteron horse has been 
touad to improve in size, compa@tness 
oi muscle, in strength of limb, in wind, 
with a marked increase in power of 
endurance. ‘The traveler here notices 
the fine horses and their excellent con- 
dition, and the power aud endurance 
of those who have considerable age. 
The :ecords madeon Eastern race- 
courses by horses from California 
breeding farms have already attracted 
attention. Itis also remarked that 
the Eastern horse is usually improved 
greatiy by a sojourn of: a season or two 
on this coast, and the plan of bringing 
Eastern race-horses here for the win- 
ter is already adopted. 

Man, it is agseried by our authdérity, 
is as much benelited as the horse by a 
change to this climate. The new-comer 
may have certain unpleasant sensa- 


‘titudes and conditions, but jhe will 
soon be conscious of -bétter being, of 
increased power in all the functions of 
jife, more natural and recuperative 
sleep, and an accession of vitality and 
endurance. Dr. Remondino also testi- 
fies that it occastoaally happens in this 
rejuvenation that families which have 
seemed to have reached their limit at 
East are iucreased after resideuce 

Dr. W. A. Winder, of San Diego, is 
quoted as saying thatin a visit to El 
Cajon Valley some thirty years ago 
he was taken to a house in which the 
aged persons were cared for, ‘There 
were half a dozen who had reached an 
extreme age. Some were unable to 
move; their bony frame being seem- 
ingly anchylosed. They -were old. 
wrinkled, and blear-éyed; their skin 
was banging in leathery folds about 
their withered limbs; some had hair 
as white as suow, and had seen some 
seven score years; others, still able to 
crawl, but so aged as to be unabie to 
stand, went slowly about on their 
hands and knees, tneir limbs being at- 
tenuated aud withered. The organs 
of special sense bad in many neariy 
lost ull activity some generations back. 
Some had lost the use of their limbs 
for morethan a decade or generation; 
but the organs of life and: the “great 
sympathetic” still kept up their auto- 
matic functions, not recognizing the 
fact, and surprisingly indifferent to it, 
that the rest of the body had ceased to 
be of any use a generation or more in 
the past. And it is remarked that 
“these thoracic and abdominal organs 
and their physiological action being 
kept alive and active, as it were, 
against time, and the silent and un- 
conscious functional activity of the 
great sympathetic and its ganglia, 
show a tenacity of the animal tissues 
to hold on to life that -is phenomenal.”’ 
Ihave no space to enter upon the 
nature of the testimony upon which 
the age of certain [ndiaus hereafter re- 
ferred to is based. ... 

Father Ubach bas known a num- 
ber were employed at the 
building of the mission of San 
Diego (1769-71), a century before he 
took charge of this mission. . These 
men had been engaged in carrying 


ing brick, and many of them were 
living within the last twenty years. 
There are persons still living at the 
Indian villageof Capitan Grande whose 
ages he estimates at over one bundred 
and thirty years. Since the advent of 
civilization the abstemious habits and 
Spartan virtues of these Indians have 
been impaired, and the‘r care for the 
aged has relaxed. 

Dr. Palmer has a photograph (which 
I bave seen) of asquaw whom he esti- 
mates to be 126 years old. When he 
visited herhe saw her put six water- 
melons in a blanket, tie it up, and 
carry it on her back for two miles. He 
is familiar with Indian customs and 
history. anda careful . cross-examin 
tion canvinced him that her informa- 
tion of old custums was not obtained 
by tradition.

it his daily task to gather and curry to 
camp a fagot of wood. . 

Another instance I[ give in Dr. 
Remondino’s words: “Puilip Cross- 
th waite, who has lived here since 18438, 
hasan old man on his ranch who 
mounts his horse and ridés about daily, 
who was agrown man bteaking horses 
for the mission fathers when Don An- 
tonio Serrano was ao infant. Don An- 
toniol know quite well, having at- 
tended him through @& serious iliness 
some sixteen years ago. Although 
now at the advanced ageof 93, he is 
as erect as a pine, and he rides. his 
horse with his usual vigor and grace. 
He is thin and Spare and very tall, and 
those who knew him fifty years or more 
remember him as the most skiliful 
horseman in the neighborhood of San 
Diego. And yet, as tubulous as it may 
seem, the man who danced this Don 
Antonio on his knee when he was an 
infant, is not only still alive. but is 
active enough to ‘nount his horse and 
canter about the cou vtry. Some years 
ago Lattended an elderly gentleman, 
since dead, who knew ibis man asa full- 
grown inan when he and Don Serrano 
were play-children together. Froma 
conversation with Father Ubach I 
learned that the man’s age is perfect! 
authenticated to be beyond 118 years.”’ 

In the many instances given of ex- 
trewe old age in this region the habits 
of these Indians have been those of 
strict temperance aud abstemiousness, 
and their long life in an equabie cli- 
‘mate is due to extreme simpiicity of 
diet. In many cases of exireme age 
the diet has consisted simply of acorns, 
flour and water. It is asserted that 
the climate iteelf induces temperance 
in drink and abstemiousness in diet, 


- The fmportance of this subject must 
excuse the space I have given to 
it. Itis evident from this testimony 
ihat bere are climatic conditions novel 
and worthy of the most patient scien- 
tific investigation, Their effect upon 
hereditary tepdencies and upon per- 
sons here with hereditary dis- 
eases Will bé‘studied. Three years ago 
there was in Some localities a visitation 
of smailpox imported from México. 
At that time there were cases of pneu- 
monia. Whether these were iucident 
to curelessness in Vaccination, or were 
caused by local unsanitary conditions, 
I-de not know. It is not to be ex- 
pected that unsanitary conditions will 
not produce disease here as elsewhere. 
It cannot be too strongly insisted that 
this is a climate that the newcomer 
must get used to, and that he cannot 
safely neglect the ordinary precautions. 
The difference between shade and sun 
is strikingly marked, and he must net 
be deceived into imprudence by the 
prevailing sunsbine or the geueral 
equability,

residence? ‘The question deserves a 
candid answer, for it is of tlie last 


‘importance to the people of -the 
United States to know the truth 
—to 'wittitdr “they ‘have 


accessibie by rail & region free from 
winter rigor and vicissitudes, and yet 
with few of the disavantages of most 
winter resorts. . . . 

There are no sudden changes of sea- 
son here. Spring comes gradually day 
by day, a percepuble hourly waking to 
life and coior; and this glides into a 
summer which never ceases, but only 
becomes tired and fades into the repose 
of a short autumn, when the sere and 
brown and red and yellow hills and the 
purple mountains are waiting for the 
rain-clouds. ‘This is according to the 
process of nature; but wherever irriga- 
tion brings moisture to the fertile soil, 
the green and bloom are perpetual the 
year round, only the green ia powdered 
with dust, and the cultivated flowers 
have their periods of exhaustion. 

I should think it well worth while to 
watch the procession of nature here 
from late November or December to 
April. Itis a jJand of delicate and 
brilliant wild fluwers, of blooming 
shrubs, strange in form and wonderful 
in cojor. Before the annual rains the 
land lies in a sort of swoon in a-golden 
huze; the slopes and. plains are bare, 
the hiils yellow with ripe wild oats’or 
ashy gray with sage, the sea-breeze is 
weak, the air grows drier, the sun hot, 
the shade cool. Then one day light 
clouds stream up from the Southwest, 
and there isa gentlé rain. When. the 
sun comes out again its rays are 
milder, the land is refreshed and 
brightened, and almost immediately a 
greenis!i tings appears on plain and 
hill-side. Atintervals the rain con- 
tinues, daily the landscape is greener 
in infinite variety of shades, which 
seem to sweep vver the hills in waves 
of color. Upon this carpet of green by 
February nature begins to weave an 
embroidery of wild flowers, white, lav- 
ender, golden, pink, indigo, scarlet, 
changing day by day and every day 
more brilliant, and spreading from 
patches into great fleids, until dale and 
hiil and tabie-land are overspread with 
arefinement and glory of color that 
would be the despair of the carpet- 
weavers of Daghestan. 

This, with the scent of orange groves 
and tea-roses, with cool nights, snow 
in sight on the high mountains, an oc- 
easional day of tain, days of bright 
sunshine, when an overcoat is needed 
in driving, must suffice the sojourner 
for winter. He wiil be humiliated that 
he is more sensitive to coid than the 
heliotrope or the violet, but he must 
bear it. If he is looking for malaria, 
he must goto some other winter reée- 
sort. If he wants a ‘‘norther” contin- 
uing for days, he must move on. If he 
is accustomed to various insect pests, 
If there 
comes a day warmer than usual, it will 
‘pot be damp or soggy. So far as na- 
ture 1s concerned, there is very little 
to grumble at, and one resource of the 
-traveler is therefore taken away. 

But is it interesting? What is there 
todo? It must be confessed that there 
is asort of monotony in the scenery as 
there is in the climate. There is, to 
be sure, great variety in away between 
coast and mountain, as, for instance, 
between Santa Barbara aod Pasadena, 
and if the tourist will make a business of 
exploring the valieys and uplands aod 
cafions little visited, he will not 
complain of monotony; but the 
artist and thse photographer find 
the csame elements repeated in 
little varying combinations. There is 
undeniable repetition in the succession 
of flower-gardens, fruitorchards, alleys 
of palms and peppers, vineyards, and 
the cultivation about the villas is re- 
peated in ali directions. The Ameri- 
cans bave not the art of making houses 
ora land picturesque, The traveler 
is enthusiastic about the exquisite 
drives through these groves of fruit, 
with the ashy or snow-covered bills for 
background and contrast. and he ex- 
claims at the pretty cottages, vine and

ting, but if by chance he comes upon an 
old adobe or a Mexican ranch house in 
the country, he has emotions of a aif- 
ferent sort. There is littie loft of the 
old Spanish occupation, but the re- 
mains of it make the romance of the 
country, and appeal to our sense of fit- 
ness and beauty. [t is to be hoped that 
all such historical associations will be 
preserved, for they give to the traveler 
that which our country generally 
lacks, and which is largely the attrac- 
tion of Italy and Spain. Instead of 
adapting and moditying the houses 
and homes that the climate sugzests, 
the new American comers have 
brought here from the East 
the ‘smartness and prettiness of 
our modern nondescript architect- 


galleries, built round ah inner court, or 
patio, which, however small, would fill 
the whole interior with sunshine and 
the scent of flowers, is the sort of 
dweliing that would suit the climate 
and the habitof life here. But the 
present occupiers have taken no hints 
from the natives. In v'llage and coun- 
try they have done all they can, in 
spite of the maguey and the cactus and 
the palm and the umbrella-tree and 
the live-oak and the riotous flowers aud 
the thousand novel forms of vegeta- 
tion, to give everything a prosaic look. 
But why should the tourist find fault 
with this? The American likes it, and 
he would not like the picturesqueness 
of the Spanish or the Latin races. 

far as climate and natural 
beauty go to make one concented 
in a winter resort, Southern Cal- 
ifornia has unsurpassed  attrac- 
tions, and both seem to me to fit 
very well the American temperament; 
but the associations of art and history 
ure wanting, and the tourist Knows 
how largely iis ewjoyment of a vaca- 
tion in Southern Ltaly or Sicily or 
Northern Africa depends upon these— 
upon these aud upon the aspects of 
human nature foreign to his experi- 
ence. = Year 
by year the country becomes more 
agreeable for the traveler, in the tirst 
place, through the improvement in the 
hotels, andin the second, by better 
roads. In the large villages and cities 
there are miles of excellent drives, 
well sprinkled, through delightful 
avenues, in a park-like country, where 
the eye isenchauted with color and 
luxurious vegetation, and captivated 


ans, in a comfnodions bnilding, dream 
away their lives most contentedly, and 
can fancy that they hearthe distant

Atabout the same distagce from 
Los Angeles, southward, above Point 
Vincent, is Redondo Beach, a new re- 
sort, which, from its natural beauty 
and extensive improvements, vrom.ses 
to bea delightful piace to sujourn at 
any time of tne year.

All along 
the coast flowers. bioom in the winter 
months, and the ornamental semi- 
tropical plants thrive; and there are 
muuy striking headlands and pretty 
bays and geutle seaward slopes, which 
are aiready. oceupied by villages, and 
attract visitors who would practice 
economy. The hills frequently come 
close to the shore, forming those val- 
leys in which the Califoruians of the 
pastoral period placed their tanch 
nouses. AtSan Juan Capistrano the 
fathers had one of their must flourish- 
ing missions, the ruins of which are 
the most picturesque the traveler will 
find. It is altogether a genial, at- 
tractive coust, and if the tourist does 
not prefer an in!aud situation, like the 
Hotel Raymond (which scarcely has,a 
rival anywhere iu its lovely surround. 
ings,) be will keep on down the coast 
to San Diego.

And 
no country is more agreeable for rid- 
ing and driving, for even at mid-day, 


in the direct sun rays, there is almost} 


everywhere a refreshing breeza, and 
one rides or drives or walks with little 
sense gf fatigue. The horses are uni- 
formly excellent, either in the carriage 
or under the saddie:. I am sure they 
are remarkable in speed, endurance 
and ease of motion. If the visiting 
season had no other attraction, the 
horses would make it distinguished. 

. » There is very good fishing in 
the clear streams in the foothills, 


hunting in- the mountains for 
large game still worthy of the 
steadiest nerves, and good  bird- 
shooting everywhere. ‘nere are 


mountains to climb, cafions fo ex- 


plore, lovely valleys ia the recesses of 


the hills to be discovered—in short, 
one disposed to activity and not afraid 
of roughing it conid occupy hiinsetf 
most agreeably and healtiftily in the 
wild paris of San Bernardino and San 
D.ego counties; he may even start a 
grizZty in the Sierra Mudee range -in 
Los Atigelés county. Llunting and 
exploring in the mountains, riding 
over the mesas, which are green from 
the winter rains and gay with athous- 
and delicate grasses and flowering 
planis, is manly occupation to suit the 
most robust and adventurous. Those 
who saunter in thetrim gardens, or fly 
from one hote! parler to. the other, do 
not see the best of Southern California 
in the winter. 

But the distinction of this coast, and 
that which will forever make it atiract- 
ive at the season when the North At- 
lauticis forbidding, is that the ocean- 
side is us equable, a3 delightful, in 
winter as in summer. Its sea-side 
places are truly ali-the-year-round -re- 
sorts. In subsequent papers shall 
speak in detail of different places as to 
climate, and development and peculiar- 
I will’ now ouly 
give a general idea of Southern Cali- 
fornia a3 a wintering place. Even as 
far north as Monterey,in the central 
part of the State, the famous Hotel del 
Monte, with its magnificent park of 
pines and live-Oaks, and exquisite 
flower-gardens underneath the trees, is 
rewarkable for its steadiness of tem- 

rature. I could see little difference 
Caanen the temperature of June and 
of February. ‘The difference is of 
course greatest at night.. The maxi- 
mum the year through ranges from 
about 65° to about 80°, and the mini- 
mum from about 35° to about 458°, 
though there are days when the ther- 
mometer goes above 90%, and nights 
when it falis below 30°. 

To those who prefer the immediate 
ocean airtothat air as modified by 
such vaileys asthe San Gabriel and 
the Santa Ana, the coast offers a vari- 
ety of choice in different combinations 
of sea and mountain climate all along 
the Southern sunuy exposure from 
Santa Barbara to San Diego. InSauta 
Barbara county the Santa Inez range 
of mountains runs westward to meet 
the Pacitic at Point Conception, South 
of this noble range are a number of 
little valleys opening to the sea, and 
in one of these, with a harbor and 
sloping upland and cafion of its own, 
lies Santa Barbara, looking southward 
toward the’ sunny islands of Sauta 
Rosa and Santa Cruz. Above it is the 
Mission Cafion, at the entrance of 
which is the best-preserved of the old 
Franciscan missions. There. is a 
superb drive eastward along the long 
and curving sea-beach of four miles to 
the caHion of Monticito, which is 
rather a series of nooks and ter-| 
races, of lovely places and_  gar- 
dens, of plantations of oranges and 
figs, rising up to the base of the 
gray mountains. The long line of the 
Santa [nez sugges‘s the promontory of 
Sorrento, and a view from the opposite 
rocky point, which incloses the harbor 
on the west, by the help of cypresses 
which look like stone-pines, recalis 
many an Italian coast scene, aud ino 
situation the Bay of Naples. ‘The 
whole aspect is foreign, enchanting, 
aud the semi-tropical fruits and vines 
and flowers, with a golden atmosphere 
poured over all, irresistibly take the 
mind to scenes of Italian romance. 
There is still a little Spanish flavor left 
in the town,in a few old houses, in 
names and families historic, and in 
the life without burry or apprehension. 
There is adelighiful commingling here 
of sea and mountain air, and in a hun- 
dred fertile nooks in the hilis one in 
the most delicate health may be shel- 
tered from every barsh wind. I think 
no one ever leaves Santa Barbara with- 
out a desire to return to it. 

Further down the coast, only eigh- 
teen miles from Los Angeles, and a 
sort of Coney Isiand resortof that 
thriving city, is Santa Monica. Its 
hotel staads on a higs biuff in a lovely 
bend of the coast. 1t is popular in 
summer as weil a8 Winter, as the num- 
ber of cottages attest,and it was chosen 
by the directors of the National Sol- 
diers’ Home as the site of the Home on’ 


One misses the trees. The general as- 
pect of the coast about San Diego is 
bare in comparison. This simply means 
that the sulthern coutity is behind 
the others in development. Nestled 
among the hills there are live-oaks 
and sycamores; and of course at 
National City dud below, in El Cajon 
and the valley of the Sweetwater, 
there are extensive plantations of .or- 
anges, lemons, olives, and vines, but 
the San Diego region generaliy-lies in 
the sun shadeless. I have a personal 
theory that much vegetation is incon- 
sistent with the best atmoshere for the 
human being. The airis nowhere else 
so agreeable tomeasitisina barren 

New-Mexican or Arizona desert at 
\the proper elevation. not know 
whether the San Diezo climate would 
be injured if the utilis were covered 
with forosts and the valleys were all 
the highest “And most luxuriant 
vegetation. The theory is that the 
interaction of the desert and ocean 
winds will always keep it as it is, 
whatever man maydo. I can only say 
that, as it is, [ doubt if it has its equal 
the year round tor agreeableness and 
healthtulness in our Union; and it is 
the testimony. of those whose 
experience of the best Medi- 
terranean climate is more extended and 
much longer-continued than mine, that 
it is superior to any on that inclosed 
sea. About this great harbor, whose 
outer beach has an extent of twenty- 
five miles, whose inland circuit of noun- 
tains must be over fifty miles, there are 
great varieties of temperature, of shel- 
ter and exposure, minute subdivisions 
of climate, whose personal fitness can 
only be attested by experience. ‘There 
is a be difference, for instance, be- 
tween the quality of the climate at the 
elevation of the Fiorence Hotel, San 
Diego, and the University Heights on 
the mesa above the town, and that on 
the long Coronado Beach which pro- 
tects the inner harbor from the ocean 
surf. The latter, practically surrounded 
by water, bas a true marineclimate, but 
a peculiar and dry marine climate, as 
tonic in its effect as that of Capri, and, 
I believe, with fewer barsh days in the 
winter season. Il wish to speak with 
entire frankness about this situation, 
for | am sure that whatso much pleasea 
me will suit a great number of people, 
who will thank me for not being re- 
served. Doubtless it will not suit hun- 
dreds of people as well as some other 
localities in Southern California, but I 
found no other place where l had the 
feeling of absolute content and willing- 
ness to stay on indefinitely. There is 
a geniality about it for which the ther- 
mometer does not account, a charm 
which itis difficult to explain. Much 
of the agreeability is due to artificial 
conditions, but the climate mano bas 
not made nor marred. 

‘The Coronado Beach is about twelve 
mileslong. A narrow sand promon- 
tory, running northward from the 
main land, rises to the Heights, then 
broadens into a table-land, which 
seems to be an island, and measures 
about a mile and a half each way; this 
is called South Beach, and is connected 
by another spit of sand with a like area 
called North Beach, which forms, with 
Point Loma. the entrance to the har- 
bor. The North Beach, covered partly 
with chaparral aod broad fields of bar- 
ley, is alive with quail, and isa favor- 
ite coursing-grouund for rabbits. ‘Lhe 
soil, whigéh appears uninviting, is with 
water uncommonly fertile, being a 
mixture of loam, disintegrated granite 
and decomposed shells, and especially 
adapted to flowers, rare tropicni trees, 
fruits and flowering shrubs of all 
countries. 

The development is on the South Beach 
which wasin January, 1887, nothing 
buta waste of sand and cuaparral. I 
doubt if the world can show a like 
transformation in soshort atime. I 
saw.itin February of that year, when 
all the beauty, except that of ocean, 


agined. It is now as if the wand of 
the magician had touched it. In the 
first place abundance of water was 
brought over by a submarine conduit, 
aud later from the extraordinary Coro- 
nado Springs (excellent soft water for 
drinking and bathing, and with a 
recognized medicinal value,) and with 
these streams the beach began to bloom 
like.a tropical gacden. Teus of thous- 
ands of trees have attained a remark- 
able growth in three years. The nur- 
séry is ove of the most interesting 
botanical ‘and flower gardens in the 
country; palms and hedges of Monterey 
cy press.and marguerites line the ave- 
nues. There are parks and gardens of 
rarest flowers and surubs, whose brill- 
‘taut “tolor produces the sams excite- 
ment in the mind as strains of martial 
music. A railway traverses the beach 
for amile from the ferry to the hotel.

Taking it 
and its situation together, 1 know 
nothing é@ise in the world with which 
to compare it, and [ have never seen 
any other which so surprised at Srst, 
that’ so improve: 
acquaintance, aod that bas left in the 


miod aa impression so entirely 
agreeable. It covers. about four 
aud a half acres of ground, in- 


clading an inner court of about 
an acre, the rich made soil of which is 


raised to the leve! of the main floor. 
The house surrounds this, in_ the

suites of rooms have a double outiook— 
one upon this love.y garden, the other 
upon theocean or tLelarbor.

the air seems genial and bas no sense 
of chilliness, or.why it 
oppressive at 80° or [Lam sure 
the place will not suit those whose 


highest idea of winter enjoyment is~ 


tobogganing and an ice palace, nor 
those who revel in the steam and 
languor of a tropical island. : 


But you can take your choice. It 


lies there, our Mediterrqnean region, 
on a biue ocean, protected by barriers 
of granite from northern infla- 
ences, an infinite variety of plain, 
cafion, hills, valleys, sea-coast; our 
New Italy without malaria, and with 
every sort of fruit which we desire 
(except the tropical.) which will be 
grown th perfection when our knowl- 
edge equals our ambition; and if you 
canuot find a winter bome there or pass 
some contented weeks in the months 
of ‘Northern inclemency, you are 
weighing social advantages against 
those of the least objectioaable climate 
withinthe Unidn. .. . 

. It has been said that this land of the 
sun and of the equable climate will 
nave-the effect that other lands of a 
southern aspect have upon tempera- 
ment and habits. It is feared thas 
Northern-bred peopie, who are guided 
by’ the necessity of making hay while 
the sun shines, will not make hay at 
all in a land where the sun always

shines. Itis thought that unless peo ~ 


ple are spurred on incessantly by the 
exigencies of the changing seasons 


they will lose energy and fall into an™ 


idie floating along with gracious na- 
ture. Will not one sink into a com- 
fortable and easy procrastination if he 
bas a whole year in which to perform 
the labor of three months? Will 
Southern California be an exception to 
those lands of equable climate and ex- 
traordinary fertility where every effort 
is postponed till “tomorrow?” 

1 wish there might be something solid 
in this expectation; that this may be a 
region where the restless Américan will 


lose something of his hurry and petty, 


feverish ambition. Partially it may 
be so. He will take, he is already tak- 
ing, something of the tone of the cli- 


mate andofthe old Spanish occupa-’ 


tion. But the race instinct of thrift 
and of “getting Will Hot Wear out in 
many generations. Besides, the con- 
dition of living at all in Southern Cal- 
ifornia in comfort, and with the social 


life indispensable to our people, de- 


mands labor, not exhausting and _ kill- 
ing, but still incessant—demands in- 
dustry. A land that will not yield 
satisfactorily without irrigation, and 
whose best-paying produce requires 
intelligent as well as careful hus- 
bandry, will never be an idle land. 
Evypt, with allits dolce far ni was 
never an idie land for the laborer. 

It may be expected, however, that 
no more energy will be developed or 
encouraged than is needed‘for the 
daily tasks, and these tasks being 
lighter than elsewhere, and capable of 
being postponed, that there will be lesa 
stress and strain in the daily life. Al- 
though the climate of Southern Cal- 
ifornia is not enervating, in ‘fact is 
stimulating to the new-comer, it is 
doubtiess true that the monotony of 
good weather, of the sight of perpetual 
bloom and color in orchards and gar- 
dens, will take away nervousness and 
produce a certain placidity, which 
might be taken for laziness by anorth-. 
ern observer. It may be that engace- 
ments will not be kept with desired 


punctuality, uoder the impression that . 


the enjoyment of life does not depend 
upon exact response to the second- 
baad of a watch; and it is not-unpleas- 
ant to think )that there is a corner of 
the Union where there will be a little 


more ieisure,a little more of serene 


waiting on Providence, an abatementof 
the restiess rush and haste of our usual 
fe. The waves of population have 
been roliing westward for a long time, 
and now, breaking over the mountains, 
they flow over Pacific slopes and along 
the warm and inviting seas. Is it al- 
together an unpleasant thought that 
the eonditions of life will be somewhat 
easier there, that there will be some 
physical repose, the race having 
reached tha sunset of the eontinent, 
compureble to the desirable placidity 
of life called the sunset of old age?

Los Angeles city stands preéminent 
as the commercial metropolis of South- 
ern California. Even in the early days, 
long before San Francisco was thought 
of asa city, considerable trading was 
carried on here. In fact, that was 
what most of the inhabitants of the 
city lived by, as little was grown at 
that time. An extensive trade was 
done in hides, tallow aud wool, and 
the placer miners of San Fernando 

“brought down nuggets af gold to ex- 
change for the necessaries of life. 
After leaving Tucson, Los Angeles 
Was tbe first place for rest and outfit- 
ting which greeted the eyes of the 
weary traveler on the long, dusty, and 
ofttimes dangerous, overland journey 
from Santa Fé, in New Mexico, whicu 


. Was then our “next door neighbor’’ ou 


the east. Still later—in the 60's—big 
mule teams hauled wagon loads of 
supplies from the City of Angels to 
the mines of Inyo county. 
At that time, however—from 1849 
to 1876—San Francisco absorbed nearly 
all the commerce of the Pacitic Coast. 
Gold was, for many years after 1849, 
the one great product of the State, aud 
@very other industry was viewed only 
in its possible relation to the mining 
interests. San Francisco, as the ship- 
' ping point of the mining counties, be- 
came, by ber location and the rapid 
accumulation of capital, the commer- 
ciul metropolis of the whole coast. 
There were no railroads then—only 
BScaitered trails. Transcontinental 
traffic was an impossibility, and the 
ocean became the highway of trade. 
Everything in the shape of impor.s 
for Califoruia came by sea to San 


Francisco, and was thence distributed; 
———py sea along the coast, north and 


south. Everything to be exported was 
gatbered in to her wharves by vesseis 
plying in a coast wise rade, and 
thence re-shipped for the commerce of 
the world. Merchants from all over 
the coust went to San Francisco to buy 
their stocks of goods. Her. commie- 
sion merchants fixed the prices of the 
products of the coast. When men 
spoke ef the commerce of the Puacitic 
Siope, they meant the commerce of 
San Francisco, No otber portion of 
the United States has ever been su 
Gomivated by the preponderating ele- 
ment ot one commercial center. Think 
of 1200 miles of coast, with a ‘back 
country” extending eastward to the 


Missouri River, aud only one commer- | 


cial outlet. 
About fifteen years ago—in the Cen- 
tennial year, when the Southeru Pa- 


cific was completed to Los Angeles— 


@ great change commenced. The 
merchants of San Francisco had had 
their own way so long that they had 
become provincial in their methods of 
busivess. Natural conditions alsd 
worked against them. For a number 
of years the Centra! Pacific was the 
only railroad to the Pacific Coast. 
When other transcontinental lines 
were built they did not tollow the cen- 
alroute. ‘Trade seeks the shortest 
. dines between terminal points, the 
lowest grades, freedom frém interfup- 
tion by storms, and a productive terri- 
tory through which to pass, . It did not 
flud these upon the central route. 
It found them farther south. Traflic

4$tom the wharves of San Pedro, and 
instead of the desert of the more 
.morthern routes the long fertile valley 
of the Gila, There are now twosouth- 
ern direct transcontinental lines to 
Los Angeles, and another transconti- 
mental line from Utab is almost as- 
sured.

The commercial future of Los An- 
es is assured. Nature has provided 
orthat. Itdepends upon her citizens 
to say how quickly or how slowly she 
shali march (oward ber distined place 
among the great commercial cities of 
the country. Every advantage is in 
favor of the southern route, and traffic 
— this route naturally centera at 
Angeles. With the development 
of soutbern ports and the establish- 
ment of steamer lines, the Asiatic and 
inland trade will land at these points, 
and so suve the 600 miles of extra 
railroading and the heavy grades of 
the Tehachepi, on the line from San 
Francisc) to Los Angeles.

The competition in lines of transpor- 
tatton gives Los Angeles merchants & 
greut advantage, which they are not 
slew to appreciate. Goods can be 
bought here and sold at. lower rates 
than they can be laid down from San 
Francisco. Stocks carried here ure 
very heavy. Our fruit trade alone is 
sutlicient to support a large population, 
and the vegetabie shipments promise, 
veture long, to be equally heavy. Lt is 
expected that the oranges raised in 
the county this season will fill 1700 
cars. The exports of wines aud 
brandy have wonderfully in: 
spite of the disease known as the mal 
nero, Which, during several years, de- 
stroyed a large number of vines. The 
fermented and distilled product of our 
grapes goes to all parts of the world; 
chiefly to New York, Mexico, Ceutral 
America and England, 

Almost every line of business is rep- 
resented here by wholesale bouses. A 
recent count shows the ~ following 
wholesale firms in the citv: Grocerias, 
6; dry good, 6; hardware, 7; wines aud 
‘iquors, 16; drugs, 4; Dutcbers, 4; fruit, 
9; boots and shoes, 3; clothing, 3;

OUR FINANCIAL CONDITION, 

The superintendent of the Brad- 
street Mercantile Agency in Los An- 
geles informs Inge TiMEs that the fail- 
ures for 1890, in the city and county, 
ure cousiderably less in amount 
ihan in 1889. The opening of tne 
yeur found this section emergiig 
trom a period of depression, ex- 
lending over the greater part of the 
two preceeding years, the result of 
overcrowding in most branches beyond 
the natural opportunities, and the dis-. 
position on the part of a number of 
tormer speculators io maintaintheir x- 
isieuce by ewbarking in more legitimate 
eulerprises. Al no Lime, however, can it 
be suid that there existed any real 
retrograde movement, tor in, all those 
directiops that go to make up a 
substantial basis for the progress 
of any section there has been a 
steady gain. In taking account 
ot the number of business bvuuses, 
it s to be noted that those who 
have dropped out have been compara- 
tively small traders, while there have 
been sleady accessions to the rauks of 
the betler ciass. ‘Theres are now 
more good houses in business than 
ever befure, aud quite a material 


-percentage of them wiil show increased | 
sales, 


From statistics recently com- 
piled of the amount of strictly johhing 
trade annually done in the city an ag- 
gregate of about $8,000,000 was ob- 
tained, ‘This inciudes only such lines 
as those who are buying and selling 
again at wliolesale, and does not take 
into account the output ot producers 
and suipvers, During the past year a 
large vumber of small ‘dealers have 
gone out of trade, espécia'ly in such 
ines of business as saloons, cigar 
stunds, oultsid grouceri 8, etc., but the 
total of dry goods, shoes and kindred 
lines shows an increase of some ten per 

There buve been reported during the 
year, in the city, 59 business failures, 
showing assets of. $100,600 and tiabili- 
ties Of $200,862. Of these failures, 32 
showed ijiabiities of $1000 or less, 
and in only our instances were they in 
excesa of $20 000. In the county, there 
were reporved 21 failures, with assets 
vt $87,250 and siabilities of $75,300. Of 
these 6 suowed liabilities oft $1000 or 
less, and inonly two cases did they 
exceed $10,000. From the fore- 
guing it will be noted that 
a large proportion of the 
business disasters have been affairs of 
but little importance, and the list 
hardly includes representative 
bouse, nor a failure of magnitude

' WAGES AND COST OF LIVING. 


From-W vich You May Estimate Your 
Income and Outlay. 

During the real-estate boom of 1886-7 
living was very expensive in Los An- 
geles. For a time it was almost im- 
possible to rent a house, or even rooms, 
and every other necessary of life was 
‘proportionately hard to get at reason- 
abie pric s. People made money 60 
rapidly by speculation that they turned 
up their noses at ordinary profits. As 
a consequence, many people who came 
here with a view to.settling went away 
disgusted, 

Tuings havé changed materially dur- 
ng the past three years. Living is 
now as cheap in Los Angeles as in any 
city on the cuust and abeut as cheap 
as in the average American city east 0: 
the .Rocky Muuutains. Meat, fruir 
and vegetubles are cheaper tuan in the 
East. Fuel is dearer. Dry guods and 
groceries are about the Same. Euougu 
vegetables can be purchased of a 
Chinese peddier for five cents a day 
to liberally supply @ family of 
six persons. An excellent meal, with 
wine,-coffve or tea, can be had ata 
restuuraut for 25 cents. A neat cot- 
tuge «f four rooms, within amile of 
the business center, can be reatedsat 
from $10 to $15 a month (iuciuding 
water) according to location. The 
price of lumber is as follows:

TALKS WITH CITIZENS. 


Decidedly Encouraging.—“The general 
outlook for the new year, according to my. 
view,” said City Clerk Teed- yesterday to a 
Times. reporter, “is very encouraging in- 
deea—much better than twelve inonths ago. 
I liave talked with the members of the in- 
coming Council, and I believe that the city’s 
expenses will be materially reduced, while 
the revenues from iicenses, etc.. will proba- 
bly. show.a healthy increase. Altogether I 
am weil satisfied and think pas we have no 
cause for complaint.” 
Condition. of the Strects.—“I go out of 
office on Monday next,” remarked Street 
Sup6rintendent ‘Morford yesterday, “but I 
have the satisfaction of knowing thit I 
have left the streets in better condition 
than they ever were before in the history 


of the city. A great of money 
has been spent in my department 
during the past two years, but the 


peopie have got full value for every cent 
expended, and | consider ita good invest- 
ment. ‘Che improvements that have been 
made are of a permanent character, and 
will last for years. Besides this, 1 have 
systematized my office. Everything is a 
matter of record, every sewer connection 
even is no and everything will be 
turned over to my successor in good shape.” 

Nothing to Complain of—“I never saw 
times bewer,” was the remark of Mayor 
Hazard yesterday, “and but for the tinan-+ 
cial crisis in the East there would be mure 
money here than we could use. We al- 
ways feel theeffects of a stringency in the 
mouey markets Eastin an indirect way— 
that is, the people who came out liere have 
not as much mousey for inv as they 
would otherwise. But we have had a 
splendid fruit crop, aud the fact that we 
are on a Svlid financial basis is shown by 
the factthat we have had no failures tu 
speak of. We are all right.” 

Business Situation Satisfactory.—"“Busi- 
ness in nearly all lines has been better dur- 
ing the past year than atany time since the 
height ofg the boom in 1537,” said Louis 
Veiter, agent for G. Dun & "Co., yester- 
day, “and complaint of unsatisfactory re- 
suits in some quarters is no doubt mainly 
due to excessive competition. A few jub- 
bing houses have’ retired from busiuvess 
here within a couple of years past, though 
there has been nu perceptible change in the 
leading concerns other than an appearance 
of permanency by occupying larger stores. 
with improved facilities for handling trade.”’ 
Several additions to the business culmmunity 
inthe way of banks, mercantile houseg 
and manufacture are noted. With few 
exceptions failures have been among union 
trades, andthe aggregate of liabilities is 
not large. Ineffecting compromises, cred- 
itors have generally been very ienient with 
partiesamong themand exceptiig a bank 
at Pomona there is no very important fail- 
ureto report in financial or commercial 
circles Losses by fire havebeenlicht. All 
things considered, the business showing for 
Southern California can be classed as re- 
markably favorabie and with prospects for 
greatly-increased development of natural 
resources and the establishmert of exten- 
sive enterprises, the outlook for this sec- 
tion of country is encouraging. 

Way Above the Average.—“I hage been 
here for thirty years, and, barring the boom 

riod, I think that the past year will, In a 

lisiness senee, and taking into considera- 
tion everything, run way. above the aver- 
age,” said Supervisor T. E. Rowan yester- 
day. “For the past four or five months I 
have watched the trend of things, and 1 
think everything looks healthy and ison 
the improve. Lamof the opinion that it 
will keep improving, and that we will go 
right ahead now.”’ 

Times Have Changed for the Better.—

THE COURTS. 


The Leila Latta Murder Trial | 
Continued. 


— 


The Theory of the Defense— ~ 
—What They Will Try 


to Prove. ‘ 


Dr. Lelia Latta took the stand yesterday - 
afternoon and testified in her own benalf in 
Department Six of the Supreme Court; and 
avery good witness she made. It was the 
third day of her trial upon a charge of mur- 
der, it being alleged that she took the life of 
Mrs. E. E. Swanton by producing an abor- 
tion upon her. The people concluded their 
case at 11:30 a.m, 

The defendant was exxmined by Senator 
R. B Carpenter, As Dr. Latta is somewhat 
deat, the Senator was compelled to stand 
inside of the railing while propounding bis 
questions. She is of a nervous, excitable 
temperament, acts very strangely, and was 
of course laboring under a great strain. Her 
counsel was forced to ask a great many 
questions of her inorder to hold ber in 
check, Nevertheless she was on the stand 
about forty minutes, and went through the 
ordeal remarkably well. 

Dr. Latta told a very reasonable story of 
her connection with the case of Mrs, Swan- 
tov. She contradicted Dr. Barber in some 
very material points about what he did to 
Mrs. Swanton after he had been calied in to 
assist Dr. Latta. The defendant was not 
cross-examined. 

Up to the time that the people rested it 
was not known what defense the attorneys 
for Dr. Latta would make. But after she 
left the stand it became evident the defense 
would be th. t when Dr. Latta was cailed into 
attend Mrs. Swanton and when ske intro- 
duced’ a cathater into her wo inbthe fo us 
which was afterward removed was uwead, 
li was a very cl-ver ibing to thus disguise 
the plea they intended to make, on the part 
of the deteudant’s counsel,

Up to date, 1,790 certifi- | 
cates, tor $2,500 each, have been writ- | 
ten, all in Soutbern California. It bas 
puid out for death claims $27 500, and 
for accident benefiis €3.500. The 
officers are as follows: Dr. H. Sinsa- 
baugh, president; Gen. E. P. Johuson, 
vice-president; F. C, Howes, treasurer, 
Charles H. Kopf, assistant secretary; 
Dr. W. G. Cochran, trastee; J. N. 

May- 
nard is medical inspector. 9. M. Elliott, 
cashier First National Bank, W. F 
Bosbyshell, vice-president Southern 
California National Bank, and T. J.

‘CALIFORNIA’S PIONEER HORTI- 
CULTURAL INDUSTRY, 


Earliest to assume prominence 
among the products of out orchards 
and vineyards, especialiy as an article 
of export, was the raisin grape, in its 
‘dried state. As eariv as 1867 raisins 
were being made in ¥olo county, and 
ten years ago, when oranges were only 
grown on a very limited scale, for 
home consumption, betore we had 
dried any prunes, or figs, or introduced 
our olive o1lon the market, the raisin 
produet ef the State was 75,009 boxes. 


‘During the past ten years this product 


has grown enormously, as may be seen 
from the following figures, which ap- 
peur in a book just published by Dr. 
Gustav Eisen of Fresno, a practical 
raisin maker: 

. 75,000 1883, boxes.. 500,000 


175,000) 1880..... ....1, 000,000 


The present raisin-grape acreage of 
the State is given iu this work as fol- 
lows: 

San Joaquin Valley (outside of Fresno) 10,000 
San Bernardino district............... 5, 
San Diego and El Cajon......... . .. 6 
Yolo aud Solano 


Here is the approximate product for 
the season of 1859, by districts, in 


twenty-pound boxes: 

65,000 
Orange aud Los Angeles.......... .. 8,000

The immense increase that hastaken 
place in the product during the past 
year is shown by the fact that the 
raisin shipments of the Southern Pa- 
cific: Company, during 1890, from the 
San Joaquin Valley alone, amounted 
to 21,916,483 pounds, or nearly 1,100,000 
boxes, which is more than the total 
product of the Statein 1859. Lt is esti- 
mated that there are now in Fresno 
county over 1600 vineyards, aggregat- 
ing 50,451 acres, about 20,000 acres of 
which are in full bearing. 

It will be noticed that Los Angeles 
county figures to a very small extent 
in these statistics. The raisin indus- 
try was quite important in the Santa 
Ana Valley—now in Orange county— 
until acouple of years ago, when a dis- 
ease attacked the vines, which were 
grubbed up. This disease has since 
passed away and growers in that dis- 
trict are once more setting out vines. 
There is much land in the county which | 
is weil adapted to the raisin industry, 
especially in the eastern part of the 
San Gabriel Valley, but there oranges 
are found more profitable. In Autelope 
Valley the raisin grape has been 
successfully grown and dried. In 
that valley are many thousands of 
acres of land, the choice of which may 
be had at $30 an acre, which, witha 
sufficient water suoply, can be made to 
grow the raisin grape to perfection. 
At present the Jand, where cultivated, 
is utilized for grain crops.

In several European countries the beet- 
sugar industry is of national import- 


ance. In Germany itis protected by-| 


the government. In Belgigm beet 
fields take the place of the vineyards 
in France. Land suitable for sugar- 
beets is worth $840 an acre. In Los 
Angeles county it can be bought for 
less than $84. The bounty of two 
cents a pound given to home-made su- 
gar by tho McKinley Bill should stim- 
ulate production. The progress of the 
Chino factory will -bs watched with 
great interest. If successful it will 
undoubtedly be followed by otbers, 
and the industrieg of Soutiiern Califor- 
nia will be enriched by a product the 
market for which is practically unlim- 
iied. 

AMONG the eveuts of vital import- 
ance to os Angeles which have oc- 
curred during the past year may be 
mentioned the commencement of win-

Tue wonderful growth of Los An- 
geles during the past decade is well 
exemplitied by a comparison with other 
large cities of the United States. In 
188”, Los Angeles was 211th in rank as 
to population among the cities of the 
country.

age of increase during the decade are: 
Kansas City, 140 per cent.; Denver, 203;

Outside critics, who 
believe that property in Los Angeles 
has little or no value, will please take 
note of this,

A BOOM IN BEETS.. 


The Great Enterprise at 
Chino Coming On. 


RICHARD GIRDAND THE OXNARDS 


Their Joint Venture and Its Progress 
~—Large Preparations and an 
Army of Workmen-—in- 

coming Settlers. 


For severa! years past efforts have 
been made, after a desultory fashion, 
to add tothe agricultural industries of 
this section the cultivation of sugar- 
beets and the manufacture of be t- 
sugar. It bas been generally known 
that the industry is a very profitabie 
one tothe farmer, where the soil and 
climate aresuitable. It was not neces- 
sary to go farther than Watsonville, 
Santa Clara County, in this State, to 
ascertain that fact. There a large 
factory uses up the productof an ex- 
tensive section of surrounding country 
and the growers find the crop very 
profitab‘e, 

Tests made in this section show that, 
in many places, our soil will produce 
beets with a high percentage of sugar. 
Specially good results have been ob- 
tained along the Cahuenga range, be- 
tween Los Angeles and Santa Monica, 
alsoon the Cnino ranch, in San Ber- 
nardino County. On the latter ranch, 
Mr. Gird,the owner, has at length made 
definite arrangements for the imme- 
diate construction of alarge beet-sugar 
fuctory—the pioneer factory of Southb- 
ern California. Work on the. factory 
has already commenced, and arrange- 
ments are being made for the planting 
_of beets. 

One of the capitalisis interested in 
this enterprise, speaking of the reasons 
which induced him and his companions 
to go into it, said that they expect to 
have a great advantage in Southern 
California in being able to make sugar 
8!x months in the year by plauting suc- 
cessive crops, while in Germany the 
beet-sugar year only lasts 100 days. 
Thusas much sugar could be made 
here in one year as elsewhere in two. 
THE PRESENT SITUATION AT CHINO. 

The greatest activity exists at Chinu 
and vicinity ‘in the work .of putting

A MONSTER PLOW. 

A steam gang-plow that will cut a 
twenty-four: foot furrow, has been 
shipped to the ground -and is 
already at work up ‘o half its 
capacity, using three gangs of four 
plows each, each plow cutting a twelve- 
inch furrow, thus making at e fell 
swoop a “swath’’ twelve feet wide. 

THE WORKS. 

Under the contract made, the works 
are to be completed and in running or 
der by August 1, 1891. The capacity 
will be 1100 tons of. beets per day, or 
reduced to carloads, 110- cars every 
twenty-four hours. 

The works are to -be_a com- 
bination of crude manufacturing 
and of refining—in* that, respect sur- 
passing the Watsonville works, which 
only turn out the crude product. 

A BIG CONTRACT. 

Mr. Gird’s portion of the contract is 
to guarantee to the works the product 
of 5000 acres of sugar beets per year. 
This will require the services of an 
army of employés, to state the number 
of which would paralyze the reader. 

THE BUILDING. 

The building is to be, not of wood, 
but of brick, iron and stone, and im- 
mense in size. The average force to 
be employed in the works alone will be 
700 men. ‘ 

A “RUSH” ON. 

There is arush of land-buyers and 
home-seekers in that direction, te ac- 
commodate which, the Southern Pa- 
cific has been compelled to 
put an eXtra passenger train 
to Pomona. in one week alone two 
parties, one OI twenty-two persons and 
the other of thirty persons (families) 
arrived from the East to make homes 
inand about Pomona.

} Lhe cultivation of the svilin this county. 

Que man, who arrived twenty years 
ago wilh scarcely enough mouey to pay 
for the 80 acres he bought—at a price 
whieh not now purchase teu— 
now pays $300 @ year taxes. It may 
liere be remarked parencheticaliy, 
that ten s in 1890 are Worth more 
than SO™acres in 1870, owing to the 
extended market wuich we now have 
for our high-priced products. A man 
who settied here seventeen years ago 
With next to nothing, seils over $1,400 
worth of butter a year and his wie 
real z+s $1.75 euch, yearly, from a flock 
01950 tieus. He also bas a profitabie 
orcuard, Another man raised within 
three years $1.000 worth of bogs from 
a sow which cust him adoliar. Another 
plucky settler arrived here in 1873 
“dead broke,” with a big family of wite 
and seven children: He rented fitieen 
acres and bouuvht necessaries on credit. 
Next year he bougbt forty acres on 
Line, nol paying a ceut down. He 
worked hard, raising all wis own 
vegetables—not buying of Chinamen, 
us macy ,larmers du—chickens, hogs, 
eic. Ile vusked his own corn and when- 
ever ue tlovk little produce to town 
he would bring back shukes to build a 
house with. Then he planted trees 
and gradually increased his iucome, 
Today be owns a considerable amouut 
of property and bas a good bauk uac- 
couut. are sume mure instances: 

W. B. Pendieton came tu the Loa Nietos

THE LOW MOUNTAIN PASSES. 


Description of the Various Roads— 
A’ New Enterprise—is It An- 
other Transcontinental 
Line? . 


The progress made in the construc- 
tion of railroads in Los Angeles county 
during the past ten yeurs has been 
very great. ‘be mileage of railroads 
within the limits of the county has 
been nearly doubled during that 
period. In 1880 we had short lines 
to Santa Monica and San Pedro and 
the Southern Pacific to San Fran- 
cisco and southward to Arizona. That 


for the East bad to go by way of the 
Central Pacific. Twelve months later 
the Southern Pacific was completed to 
a junction with the eastern lines, and 
in 1886 the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé came in, thus giving Los 
Angeles travelers a choice of three 
routes to the Atlantic Coast. The 
aiventof the Santa. Fé was followed 
by an era of local railroad develop- 
ment on part of both the great com- 
panies, and Los Angeles is now the 
central point of ten lines. 
Los Augeles offers peculiar attrac- 
tions to the buiiders of transconti- 
nental lines. In the 1200 miles of the 
Pacific Coast there are but three great 
outlets to the sea. One of those is at 
the Columbia River, another at the 
Golden Gate, and the third—the best— 
by the low mountain passes east of 
Los Angeles. East of san Francisco 
the great Rocky Mountain and Sierra 
Nevada ranges are both high and 
rough, offering almost iusuperable ob- 
stacies to the railroad engineer. These 
obstacies were overcome by the Cen- 
tral Pacitic, uuder the impetus 
given by the exigencies of war, 
but the annual cost of maintaining the 
snowsheds made necessary by the 
high elevation of the passes on that 
line is immense, No other road has 
ever atteinpted to come in that way. 
No other road ever wil. All others, 
since they, turn northward or south- 
ward, to avoid the great elevations and 
heavy grades. The Centra! Pacitic has 
to c.imb 7017 feet, while the-Atlantic 
and Pacitic enters Suuthern Caiifornia 
through the Soledad Pass at an eleva- 
tion of only 2822 feet, the Atelison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé through the 
Cajon at only 3819 feet, and the South- 
eru Pacific, on its wav trom Galveston 
to san Pedro—a line 800 miles shorter 
than any otbes road from tide-water 
to tide-water—cuomes in by the San 
Gorgonia Pass at an elevation of only 
2560 eet, 

Tne Southern Pacific carries its 
freight trum Los Angeies to New Or- 
leans by and thence by steamship 
to New York. Passengers can either 
go by New Orleans or by a more direct 
route to the Atlantic Coiwt. The 
Sevuthern Pacific is well-built and 
weli-maintained, It has in Los Ange- 
les one Of the bandsomest depots on 
the coust and ex ensive machine shops. 
In 1888 the new ec ast line of the 
Southeru Pacific was compieted from 
Newhall as tar as Eliwood, seventeen 
miles north of Santa Barbara, and 
ninety miles from Newhail. There it 
bas since stopped, bul. arrangewents 
bave recently been completed with res- 
idents along the route, in Santa Bar- 
bara and’ San Luis Obispo counties, 
for the payment iothe company of a 
substantial bonus, and work on the 
unfinished portion of the line will at 
ounce be actively pushed to the north- 
ern branch at Sauta Margarita, a few 
miles north of san Luis Obispo. This 
will give a new route from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco and the north, which 
is certain to become very’ popular, es- 
pecially during the bot months. 

While the Svuthern Pac.tic, on its 
eastern roule, traverses the Southern 


| portion of Arizona, the Santa Fé sys- 


tem reaches acrogs the northern part 
of that territory, where it is known 
as tbe Atlantic and- Pacific. Origi- 
nally the principal eastern ter- 
minus of the system was at Kan- 
sas City, but a bee line to Chicago 
has been completed for several yeurs. 
The line through New Mexico gives it 
uccess to several extensive coal fields, 
the best, so far, of any that have been 
developed in that rezion. It runs 
throug the best portion of that Terri- 
tory. At Mojave a connection is made 
wilh the Southern Pecific, passengers 
from the East for San Francisco and 
Northern California taking that route. 
The Southern California, at Birstow, 
connects with the Atiantic and Pacitic 
and runs tosan D ego, and from San 
B-rnardino the Caliiornia Centrai fol- 
1ows down tbe San Gabriel Valley to 
Los Angeles, and thence lo the ocean 
at Redondo and Ballona. ‘The com- 
pany hus gone to greatexpense in mak- 
ing improve ents on the line, 80 as to 
avuid the Wastouts which have proved 
so dis#strous in rainy seasons. A fine 
cantilever bridge has been built over 
the Colorado RK ver at The Needles, on 
the borders of California and Arizona, 
and in the Cajon Passa triumph of 
+pginevring bas just been | 
compieted ut great expense, consisting 
in along seriés of cuts and sheds, by 
which the mountain side in the pass 
has been practically rooted in, so as to 
avoid the landsiides which have im- 
peded traflic aiter every beavy rain 
storm. Both the Santa Fé and the 
Southern Pacilic overiand lines are 
now in good condition to withstand the 
sudden tlds which tear up the 
mountain sides. 
EX URSIONS. 
One of the prominent features of pas- 
senger travel to Los Anyveles from the 
East is the excursion business. Parties 
are brought in by the solid train roads 
‘during the winter. Some of these excur- 
are organized by agents, working 


on their own account, and making a 
moderate protit for themselves for con- 
ducting the party and furnishing the 
travelers with eXtra attention. Of 
these ‘lirms tbere are several, tue chief 
of which is tbat of the Raymonds, 
who have built at Pasadena oue of the 
largest hotels in Suutheru California to 
accommodate their patrons, Who are 
run through from Boston to the hotel 
elevator without change of car, with 
couponsto pay ail their expenses en 
route, Ober excursions are arranged 
by the railroad companies themselves. 
Tue excursions bring in a large nuin- 
ber of visitors. Every few davs the 
Los Angeles papers publish adong list 
the arrivals in one ot the parties. 
The business is being constantly ex- 
tended’and the trip made more com- 
fortable. Aw eastern line, newly Ccom- 
peting for a share oi this business, bas 
just advertised that it will run 
personally-cdnducted tours to 
lornia this season, the equipment of

Some 
of thése roads were built ahead of the 
developmentot the country, and proved 
a serious loss to the great Boston rail- 
road corporation. Under new and 
careful management, aided 
by the rapid settiement of the 
country by Sone Jile tarmera, these 
lines are now, bowever, beginning to 
pay, and will undoubtedly prove very 
remunerative in the future, as they 
traverse sections which can be made to 
yieid products to the value of several 
hundred dollars an acre. 

During the past year railroad build- 
ing in Southern California has been 
confined to the rebuilding, by the 

acific, of the line between 
Saugus and Acton, in the nurthern 
part of this county, a distance of 25 
miles, sv as to avoid any possibility of 
washouts in future, and of some work 
on a short local line from Sunta Ana 
to Newport in Urange county. 

‘Lhe Southern Pacific has local lines 
in this county as follows: To San 
Pedro, 2; miles; toSinta Ana, 34 miles; 
to Santa Monica, 18 miles, The Santa 
Fé Company bas a line to Redondo 
with « branch to Baliona, total length. 
26 miles, Besides this the Santa Fé 
line to San D.ego, already mentioned, 
traverses the county. 

There are four short independent 
lifes of railroad within the couuty. 
The San Gabriel Valley Rapid Transit 
Railroad’is a narrow gauge line. trom 
Los Angeles to Monrovia, in the San 
Gabriel Valley, a distance of 16 
miles, It was built by local capital in 
1888, just as the real-estate activity 
subsided, througn a choice suburban 
residence and small farming section, 
It was built more with the object of in- 
hey values of property through 
which it runs than with the expecta- 
tion of its proving an immediately 
pr: ijtable investment. Thelineis very 
Straight, being three miles shorter to 
Monrovia than the California Southern, 
Via Pasadena, ‘There is no grades over 
one and a balf feet in the huadsed, aud 
no sharp curves, The Los Angeles 
terminus of the road is at present at 
the corner of Anderson and Aliso 
Streets, whence passengers ride in 
omnibuses to the center of the city. 
The road traverses Ramona, East San 
Gabriel, Baldwin’s ranch and Arcadia, 
running tor a great partof the distance 
through orange groves and vineyards, 
The line was projecied as a passenger 
road, but it would undoubtedly pay as 
a bruad gauze, to haul freight, runmng 
as it does, within a few. bundred feet 
ot four of the largest wineries in South- 
ern California, ‘The stockholders in 
the road grow nearly 400 carloads of 
oranges aud lemons in tbe section it 
runs turough. Last winter the road 


every precaution has been tuken to 
avoid a repetition of these damages 
this Winter, | 
The road will undoubtedly become a 
valuable property as the settlement of 
the attractive aud productive West 
San Gabriel Valley proceeds. 
Avout tures years ago a line known 
as the Los Angeles and Pacific was. 
constructed aiong the foothills from 
Los Augeies to Santa Monica, north of 
the Southern Pacific line to that place. 
It touched tne Soldiers’s Home. A 
branch was also built to Burbank, 
12 miles north of Los Angeles. 
During 1889 the road became finan- 
cially invuived, was put in the bands 
ot a receiver and shutdown. ‘Lhe line 
traverses, the frostiess belt between 
‘Los Anyeles and the ocean, now com- 
ing into prominence through its ship- 
ments of winter vegetables and berries, 
the growers of which have at present 
to haul them to town by wagon. The 
road would soon be abe to command 
a large amount of treight from this 
source alone, besides which, the travel 
to the beuch in summer is very heavy. 
capitalists wave recentiy been 
negotiating with a view to the trans- 
formation of the line into an electric 
roud. The franchise of the “Beit” 
Evectric Railroad, referred to elsewhere, | 
exte.ds to the Los Angeles depot of 
the Los Angeles aud Pacific. 
Iu 188), the enterprising company 
which bas develoned Redondo Beach 
iuto a busy port and popular seaside 
resort, constructed an independent line 
from Los Angeles to that. place, 17 
miles in length, The terminus is 
at the southern city limits, connecting 
with the cable road and the Southeru 
Pacific line to Santa Monica, 
The Los Angeles and G.endale Rail- 
road, known also as the Cross Koad, 
bas been built during the past two 
years from Los Angeles to Glendale, 
a-distance of 7 miles, up¢the Los 
Angeies river, also to Pasadena, to 
which place an houriy service of trains 
is maintained‘at low rates, special in- 
ducements being given to regular pass- 
engers. ‘Luis road was recently ac- 
quired by the Terminal Company, to 
which we shall refer later in this ar- 
ticle, and itis generally believed that 
the Pasadena line will become a por- 
tidn of a third transcontinental system. | 
The total length of all steam rail- 
roads now ip operation within thé 
limits of Los Ange.es county is about 
$25 miles, of Which 195 miles belong to 
}the Southern Pacific, 80 miles to the 
Santa Fé, and 50 miles to iudependent 
corporativos. 1880 there were 170 
miles in operation within the same 
jumits, all belonging to the Southern 
Pacitie. 
The total mileage of the Southern 
Pacitic Compauy in Southern California 
is 603 miles; of the Santa Fé Company 
476 miles, 

A NEW ENTERPRISE. 
For over three years there bas been

Fifth jin Mileage of Cable Roads— 
A $2,900,000 System-—Still 
Another Big Railroad 
Project. 


Los Angeles is probably better sup- 
plied with railroads than any other city 
‘of equal population in the United 
States. This is true in regard to the 
existing roads. Taking into account 
the new ‘Belt’? electric road, work 
upon which in just commencing, there 
can be no doubt that Los Angeles 
stands, in this regard, far ahead of any 
other city of the sizo in the country. 
In mileage of street railroads Los 
Angeles is eleventh, and in cabie roads 
in.the United States. 
PACIFIC RAILWAY CoMPANY. 
About three years ago a number of 
independent horse-cart lines in the city 
were combined iuto a stock company 
for the purpose of transformimg the 
lines into a cable system. Shoptly 
after work was commenced Cuicago 
capitalists became interested in the 
undertaking, and acquired four-fifths 
of the stuck. . Work was pushed rap- 
idly and on the 8-h of Ju 6, 1889, the 
first section of the cable—tbe Grand 
Avenue line—went into operation. 
Tne Boyle Heiguts line was opened on 
August 384 of the same year, aud on 
November 2i the th.rd section—that 
to East Los Angeles — was opened 
‘The fourth aud last section, on Sev- 
enth street, was subsequentiy opened, 
and all are now iu successful opera- 
tioa. 
‘The total cost of the works was near'y 
000,000. ‘Tne company owus 45 wiles 
of track, (224 miles of double track,) 
of which 21 miles is operated by cabie, 
and 24. mites by borses and mules. 
There are three brick power houses, 
each equipped with 750 hurse-power 
compounds, non-condeusinug engines of 
the Corliss type, and two Iazlewon 
tripod boilers of 500-norse-power each, 
All the cable ujacuinery is of the lat- 
est and most approved patterns, rope 
transinission being used in- transter- 
ing power from main shaft to drivers. 
Six large frame stables are located at 
the terminals of the diffeggnut horse-car | 
lines. The machine an@ repair shop is 
on the corner of Grand avenue and 
Twelfth street. ‘Tuere are employed 
140 horses, 9) mules and 125 cars. 
The San Fesnando viaduct is 1535 
feet long and high enough to let cars 
with eugimes attached pass uuder- 
neath. The approaches are each sev- 
enty-five fest long. , 
Tue cables all make a speed of 8} 
miles per hour, and the horse lines 7% 
miles per hour. ‘lhe cars run from 5:30 
o’ciock a. m. to 12 o’ciock = mid- 
night. A five-minute’ service 1s 
given on the cable lines, except through 
tue business portion of the city, where 
a two and a half-minute seryice is 
maintained, ten-minute service ou the 
borse-car lines.

A Land Wherethe Busy Bae Wor ks 
All the Year Round. 

The little busy bee seems to find 
itself particularly at home among the 
and flowering shrubs of. South- 
ern California, some of which open 
every day in the year. With 300 sunny 


days out of the 365, the bee does not 
have to waste any time. Here we not 
only have the ‘‘flowers that bloom in 


the spring,”’ but. also the flowers that 


bloom in the suminmer, fall and winter. 
Southern California bees find a rich 
harvest, not only in flowers, but also in 
white sage, biue gum and other shrubs 
and trees. Our orange aud other fruit 
trees furnish a fine quality of nectar. 
Bee culture is a more important in- 
dustry in San Diego and Ventura 
than in Los Augeles county. Still, 
the industry in this county is an 
extensive and constantly-increasing 
one, but the bee men are gradually 
being driven -.further into — the 
mountains by the horticulturists. 
Southern California honey, mace from 
the white sage, hasa high reputation 
in the East and Europe, whither it is 
frequently shipped by the cariload. 
Several thousand tons of honey are 


|- shipped annually from. Los Angeles, 


in addttion to what is consumed at 
home.

The Southern California Boekeepers’

Angeies County. 


A STUDY OF THEIR CONDITION 


As Compared with Boom Times-A 
More Healthful State—Pro- 
duction Beats Business 

Biocks. 


In the article on the different 
counties of Southern California out- 


| side of Los Angeles (printed on page 


8, Part 1,) there was no space in which 
torefer tothe progress of the cities 
and towns. In fact, itis now a matter 
of pride with most of the people in the 
cities, as well us outside of them, that 
bo one any longer makes the growth of 
the cities the paramount object of in- 
terest. Since the breaking of the 
boom there has been a remarkable 
unanimity of opinion in saying that 
the country is everything and the 
cities nothing; that, given, a prosper- 
ous country, the cities will take care 
of themselves. And the results of 
the year just past have proved in are- 
markable manner the wisdom of this. 
Before cousidering the growth of 
the towns, we must remember that 
some, though incorporated, are really 
not towns. Such places as Riverside 
and Redlands, cannot, in the ordinary 
sense of the term as understood in the 
East, ba called towns, and their prog- 
ress cannot be judged of by the in- 
crease or decrease of populatioa, or 
bythe numberof new buildings. They. 
are mere aggregations of ten and five 
acre, farms of a productive capacity 
far in excess of thutof whole quarter 
sections in the East, aud incorporated 
merely to carry out certain lines of 
policy. There is always a business 
nucieus in the center, which will gen- 
erally display far more life and activ- 
ity, fewer bad accounts and more bal- 
ance in bank than most Eastern towns 
of the same size. But this is not what 
their people point to with pride 
although they might be well justiti 
in su doing. Riverside might ewell 
point with pride to the second best 
Opera House in the State, with all the 
modern improvements and big enough 
to seat one-third of its total population, 
all built and paid for out of the profits 


boom. But it points with tar more 
pride to the million and a half dollars 
that it takes out of five thousand 
acres, and impliedly says, “The city 
of our séttiement will take care of 
itself."” Rediands might. well point 
With pride to the mos: rapid growth of 
the year, in proportion to its size, made 


‘by any town inthe State; to the new 


buildings in the business part, and to 
the uumbers of large, new and hand- 
some houses that dot its pretty slopes 
on every band. but you will bear tew 
tulk of these things, or-of the winter 
travel or new railroads or commercial 
centers, onanything of the sort. Their 
talk is of the new wand thrifty orchards 
that are fast embowering the whole 
with green, and where the stramrger can 
see the immense results of Riverside 
being duplicated at u rapis pace by 
people having the advantage of stand- 
ing on the shouiders of Riverside, in- 
stead of having tu begin where River- 
side began. ie 

And so itis with East Riverside, ly- 
ing on the saine plain and side by side 
with the mother settlement; and South 
Riverside, rising from the handsome 
slope a dozen miles away, but with the 
same Climate and other conditions that 


it- is. it is 

spreading over the 
at the foot of the mountains, 
and with Etiwanda, Cucamonga 
and the smaller settlement around it; 
and so with Santa Ana, Anabeim, 
Orange, Tustin, Westminster and doz- 
ens of others. Little they care now 
whether you calithem cities, towns or 
Villages. ‘here was a time during the 
folly of the past when some of them 
might have felt a little “touchy” at 
any such remark. But they have got 
beyond ali that, and the fact that they 
have is the surest proof of the sotidity— 
of the whole country. If the rivalry 
were now to see which one of tha cities 
got the highest price tor its corner 
lots, had the most tourists atits hotels, 
had the least number of empty boom 
buildings, or was building the most 
new stores or lodging-houses, we migut 
feel less certainty about tbe solidity. 
But when we find the entire rivalry is 
about the ability to raise the best stuff, 
put it up in the best manner and 
get the best price for it, and 
when the pace of prosperity is 
meusured by the increased number 
of‘ucres planted in something that is 
sure to bring in $200 or $300 an acre in 
three or four-years, and with the cer- 
tainty that the intermediate ground 
may in the meantime .be worked ata 
profit that wiil well repay the period 
of waiting, we can feel* that we have 
beneath our country such a foundation 
as few other countries have. The best 
proof of this is perhaps the way in 
which some of the smailer places 
which were distinctively **boom towns’’ 
have been saved by the productive 
power of the soil around them, and 
are rapidly becoming the centers of 
prosperous communities, QOutsid of 
San Diego county, the projectors 
of these towns made to order 
generally had sense enough to make 
water for the irrigation of a large area 
the basis of the whole. The lines of 
green growing up around the center 
and the filliug up of buildings once 
empty and built years ahead of the de- 
mand for them shows plainly where 
the future prosperity of the country 
lies, and that it cannot be held back 
by any amount of folly.

REAL ESTATE, 


Winding Up the Affairs. of 
the Late Boom. — 


How Much..Prices Have ‘Falien— 
Some Inside Property Higher 
—The City’s Southwestern 
March—Figures. 


- Dealingin real estate is no longer 
the all-impurtant industry of Los Aao- 
geles, as it was during the boom \éars 
of 1885, 7886 and 1887. At that time 
littie was ta.ked of in the city but lots 
and subdivisions, and every other man | 
and woman was an embryo millionaire. 
Avy rent thatthe conscience of the 
laudlord permitted him to ask was 
willingly paid for cubby-holes on prom- 
inent thoroughtares, with reom for a 
desk, a tubie, or a dry-goodsbox anda 
real estate sign. Those who could not 
get such accommodations sold lots on 
the sidewalk, 

The boom culminated in August 
1887, the real estate transfers for the 
tree months ending August 31 reach- 
ing the enormous total of $35,067,830. 
During the winter of 1887-8 it became 
more difficult to make sales at top 
prices, although mauy were yet made. 
Then commenced a reaction and a fall 
in prices, which has continued up to 
within a few months of the present. 
time, 

Basing their estimates on the fact 
that most of the $200,000,000 worth of 
property transferred trom 1585 to 1888 
changed hanus under the coniract sys- 
tem, about one-third cash down, niany 
persons propbes ed a disastrous crash 
when settling time came. Their pre- 
dictions certainly seemed reas nable, 
but fortunately they were not iuifilied. 
There bas een no collapse, no crash, 
no pauic, and the danger of any 
such calamity is now _ entirely 
over. Many who paid an instailmeni 
ou property had to let the land and the 
money paidon it go. Extensions of 
Line were freely given, and many pur- 
chasers scraped and saved to make 
their final payments. Some are doing 


somewhat scarce, although the banks 
are iullofit. Some few were bank- 
rupted—those who invested at the 
height of the boom, on a margin, and 
could pot cover—ivany more Jost the 
profits’ they had madegeariier, and 
other wiser ones, foreseeing tbe inev- 
itable, pul out tuelr auchors, took in 
their sails, and are now lending money 
at good rates to their less tortunaie or 
less feliows. 

The realies:ate boom was of great 
permanent benefit to Los Anyeles. It 
found the city a pile of unbaked cla 
buildings with muddy streets; it lef 
it a handsome metropoiis of brick, 
stone and iron,-with smooth, paved. 
theroughfares. It bas advertised Los 
Angeles from China to Peru, and many 
Who eame to speculate remained 
to dwell. 

Tue tall in prices of real estatein the 
£887, may be stated 
at trom 334 to 60 erceol. on an aver- 
age, Will noteworthy exceptions, as 
afterward mentioned, Ciosein, within’ 
halt or three-quarters of « mile of the 
business cenier—the corner of First 
and Spring streets—there has been an 
average drop of 334 per cent. except on 
the leading blocks—itrom First to Third 
on Spring street, and on the corre- 


there has not only been no decline, 
but, in some cases, an absolute appre- 
ciation over tho highest prices paid 
during the boom. Outside of the mile 
limit the fall has averaged 50 percent., 
except on a few of the choicest streets, 
such as Main, Figueroa and West Sev- 
enth, where it has been less, and, in 
the cuse of the latter street, inappre- 
clabie. Away out on the outskirts of 
the city, in subdivisions laid out late 
in the boom and tor which there was 
never any necessity, the depreciation 
uas in some cases been even more than 
this, while some of the “business lots”’ 
in “cities’?’ platted fur out in the coua- 
try have no present value except as 
acreage property. 
The highest price per front foot paid 
duripg the boom was $2000, for prop- 
erty on Spring, between First and 
Second. Several sales were made in 
that block at between $1500 and $2000. 
Property there is still beid at $2v00, 
not counting improvements. Muin- 
street property is less valuable than 
that on Spring street. It enjoyed a 
temporary boom, due to the Tenth- 
street hotel project and the erection of 
the Federal building, still incomplete. 
Main-street frontage, between First 
and Second streets, is worth from $8v0 
to $1000 per fvot. 
' Fitty foot residence lots, within one 
mile of tive business center, can be 
bought on the hills for $1000. South 
and southwest ove must go a wile 
turther out to buy at this price. In 


lots, about two miles out, can be had 
for $500. 

Acreage has not declined so much as 
lots, owingto the demand ior horti- 


be purchased very reasonable rates, 
considering what the land will produce. 
Wituin five miles of the Piaza small 
improved places way be had at from 
$250 to $300 an xucre, and vacaut lands 
at from $150 to $250. 

One ot the marked features of the 
Los Angeles real estate warket during 
the past five years has been the march 
of the city 1n a southwesterly direction, 
This has been caused, toa great extent, 
by bills on the northwest, Mexican 
town, with more or less clouded tities 
to property on the north, aud the low 
lands of the river on the east. 
The Piaza is the geographica! 
center of the city, from which it ex- 
tends three miles in each direction, 
Dividing the city into four quarters, it 
is prubably safe lo say that uine-tenths 
of the value of improvements made 
within the city limits during the past 
five years have gone into the south west 
quarter. ‘This, of course, has had 
wuch influence on the value of prop- 
erty. Five years ago Main street, be- 
tween the Pinza and Temple atreet, 
was. the busiest block in the city. 
Sinc@ then busiuess has moved nearly 
half a mile southwest, and the corner 
of Third and Spring 1s today fully 
equal, a8 a Dusiness point, to First and 
Spring streets in 1885. ‘This extension 
of the city’ in a soutiwesterly direction 
must mevitably come to a temporary 
halt before long, as buyers will be at- 
tracted to ehenper near-in south and 
southeast property. 3 

In connection with this movement, 
and purtiy -resuling from it, the 
growth of Broadway is noteworthy. 
Ip 1885 this thoroughfare, then known 
as Fort street, Was not thought o: oth- 
as a residence’ street. 
Since, then—all within three vears— 
owing to the persistent and systematic 
effurts of property-owners, assisted bv 
members of the Couneil, the street 
has been smoothivy paved with 
asphaltum for. its entire’ length, 
a distance of a mile; there
